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Palestinian 

official 

appreciates 
US stand 

CAIRO, Oct 15, (AP): A senior 
Palestinian official today wel- 
comed a recent US policy 
statement which he interpreted 
as tantamount to a recognition 
of his group. 

Hani A1 Hassan was referring . 
to a statement US Assistant 
Secretary of State Richard Mur- 
phy made on Thursday to a Mid- 
dle East sub-committee of the US 
House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee in which he said the PLO 
cannot be overlooked and that 
Palestinians in the occupied 
territories identify with it. 

A1 Hassan, a senior aide to 
PLO chairman Yasser Arafat, 
saw the statement as a US recog- 
nition of the PLO as the sole 
representative of the Pales tinian 
people. 

He also lauded US President 
Reagan's view on Palestinian 
self-determination as an indica- 
tion of a “development in US 
views.” 

Lauded 

“We welcome Richard Mur- 
phy's recent comments that the 
Palestinians inside the occupied 
territories are with the PLO,” AI 
Hassan said. 

“This affirms that the PLO 
represents the Palestinians.” 

He also lauded statements 
made by US President Reagan 
last month to Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Esmat Abdel Meguid m 
Washington in which he said the 
United States wants to move on 
to an overall settlement that 
takes into account the 
“legitimate rights” ofPalestinian 
Arabs. 

Meanwhile, an Israeli busi- 
nessman was attacked with axes 
and knives in the West Bank dry 
of Jenin today after Israeli forces 
raided three nearby villages and 
rounded up 20 Palestinians sus- 
pected of manufacturing home- 
made bombs. 

Israeli soldiers, meanwhile, 
shot and wounded eight Palestin- 
ian protesters- in the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip.

Amiri decree defines administrative zones 

Kuwait divided into 
five governorates 


KUWAIT, Oct 1 5, (KUNA): 
An Amiri decree has been 
issued to replace a similar one 
from 1962 on the adminis- 
trative structure of Kuwait 

The new decree, 156/88, 
stipulates that Kuwait be divided 
into five governorates, namely 
the Capital, Hawalli, Ahmadi, 
Jahra arid Faiwaniya. 

The Capital governorate 
includes the sea coast until the 
coast opposite the eastern bor- 
ders of Jahra Governorate from 
the north. From the east, it 
includes the sea coast until the 
international borders. 

From the south, it encompas- 
ses the Third Ring Road until Al 
Jahra Road. West, from Umgh- 
ara Motorway until Doha Port. 
It also includes islands of 
Failaka, Ouhah, Maskan. Kub- 
bar, Garouh, Um El Maradem 
and Um El Namel, in addition to 
the Kuwaiti territorial waters. 

Hawalli 

The Hawalli Governorate 
includes all the areas within its 


borders stretching from the point 
where the Fourth Ring Road and 
Maghreb Motorway meet all the 
way north until the Third Ring 
Road. 

Eastward from Raas Al Ardh 
area along the coast in a south- 
ward direction until the point it 
meets with the Seventh Ring 
Road. Southward, from the 
Seventh Ring Road toward the 
west until Al Safar Motorway. 

• Westward, from the previous 
poin t and north through Al Safar 
Motorway, until the point it 
intersects with the Fourth Ring 
Road. • 

Farwamya 

Faiwaniya Governorate in- 
cludes from the north, the point 
where Maghreb Motorway 
meets the Fourth Ring Road and 
stretches in a westward direction 
until it meets Jahra Road and 
towards the west through Jahra 
Road to the point where it inter- 
sects with Sulaibiya Road. 

Westward, from the previous 
point towards the south until it 


crosses with the Seventh Ring 
Road and southward in an eas- 
terly direction through the 
Seventh Ring Road until it inter- 
sects with Al Safar Motorway. 

The eastern borders of the 
governorate begin from the 
previous point in a northward 
direction through Al Safar 
Motorway until the Fourth Ring 
Road. 

Jahra 

As for Jahra Governorate, it 
indudes the Kuwaiti-lraqi bor- 
der from the north. The eastern 
border starts from the northern 
international borders along the 
coast until Manaqish Road. 

The southern border begins 
from Manaqish Road in a west- 
ward direction until the Kuwaiti- 
Saudi border and stretches in a 
northwestward direction until 
the point where the Kuwaiti, 
Saudi and Iraqi borders meet. 

The western border starts 
from the previous point along the 
Kuwaiti-lraqi western border.. 
Bubyan and Warbah islands fall 


under the jurisdiction of this 
governorate. 

Ahmadi 

As for the northern border of 
the fifth and final governorate, 
Ahmadi, it starts from the point 
where the coast and the Seventh 
Ring Road cross and stretches 
westward until its intersection 
with Sulaibiya Road. 

The eastern border begins al 
the point where the coast and the 
Seventh Ring Road meet and 
moves southward along the coast 
until the Kuwaiti-Saudi border. 

The southern border starts 
from the previous point in a nor- 
thward direction until the coast 
meets with Rudaifah Desert 
Road. 

The western border begins 
from Rudaifah Desert Road m a 
northward direction until it cros- 
ses with Manaqish Road. Man- 
aqish Road stretches in an eas- 
terly direction until it crosses 
Sulaibiya Road and then stret- 
ches to the north until Sulaibiya 
Road meets the Seventh Ring 
Road.

DUBAI, Oci 15, (Reuter): Iran 
has welcomed an overture _ of 
friendship from Saudi Arabia's 
King Fahd, who cut diplomatic 
ties with Tehran last April after 
accusing it of hostile acts. 

“In Iran, the recenL expression 
of sentiment by King Fahd for 
our country is seen as a positive 
gesture,” Iranian Deputy 
Foreign Minister Hussein Sheik- 
hulislam told reporters last night 
during a stopover in Du bai on his 
way to Kenya. 

In opening a conference of 
Islamic information ministers in 
Saudi Arabia last Tuesday, King 
Fahd referred to Iran as a 
brother Muslim country and said 
he was sorry it had sent no 
delegation to the conference. 


Iran's military supremo. All 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani, said 
yesterday Tehran should stop 
quarrelling with Gulf states and 
co-operate with them to shore up 
oil prioes. 

Sheikh ulisl am also said he 
hoped countries in the Gulf Co- 
operation Council (GCC) would 
play amore active role “ in bring- 
ing peace and stability to the 
region.” 

The GCC, has said it will help 
push forward stalled peace talks 
between Iran and Iraq. 

The talks have been 
stalemated since they began in. 
Geneva on Aug 25 over Bagh- 
dad’s demand ter full sovereig- 
nty over the Shalt Al Arab water- 
way. 


278 die of encephalitis in Nepal 


KATHMANDU, pet 15, (AP): 
Encephalitis has killed at least 
27S people in Nepal in the past 
two months. Ministry of Health 
officials said today. 

They said 899 people repor- 
tedly have contracted the dis- 
ease, and 1 70 still are undergoing 
treatment 


Most of the cases are in the 
tropical plains of southern Nepal 
bordering the northern and eas- 
tern Indian states of Uttar 
Pradesh. Bihar and Bengal, the 
ministry said.-

ISLAMABAD, Get 15, (Agen- 
cies): The two main rivals ofPak- 
istau opposition leader Benazir 
Bhutto have joined forces to fight 
her Pakistan People's Party in 
general elections on Nov 16. 

The two factions of the Pakis- 
tan Muslim League (PML) 
announced last last night that 
they were re-uniting under the 
leadership of former Prime Mini- 
ster Mohammad Khan Junejo. 

The announcement was made 
aftera marathon negotiating ses- 
sion and not without a com- 
promise from Junejo, who aban- 
doned earlier demands that the 
Zia-appointed caretaker govern- 
ment step down. 

Before yesterday’s announ- 
cement both Muslim League fac- 
tions had formed alliances with 
1 1 smaller conservative parties, 
none of which were consulted 
prior to the merger. Whether 
they will meld into a single 
alliance is unknown. 

Coalition 

“I don’t feel the necessity of 
consulting them,” Junejo said at 
a news conference. Junejo will 
lead the newly united Muslim 
League. 

Benazir could not be reached 
for comment. But she had said 
earlier the PPP would form a 
coalition government, if elected, 
with the eight other parties of the 
Movement for the Restoration 
of Democracy, which dates to 
military rule imposed by Zia. 

Political analysts said the 
move was aimed at avoiding a 
split in the anti-Benazir vote. In 
1 970, the Pakistan People’s Party 
(PPP) won 59 per cent oP 
National Assembly seats with 


only 39 per cent of the popular 
vote under the fjrst-past-the post 
electoral system. 

The united Muslim League 
will present a stronger challenge 
to the PPP, which since the death 
of military President Moham- 
mad Zia-ul-Haq in August has 
been widely favoured to do well 
in the polls, the analysts said. 

Afraid 

“This was expected," People’s 
Party Secretary-General Tikka 
Khan commented today. “They 
are ail afraid of the PPP.” 

The Muslim League split 
began when Zia sacked Junejo 
last May. The government fac- 
tion was led by the powerful chief 
ministers of- Pakistan's four 
provinces and most of the federal 
cabineL They proclaimed them- 
selves Zia's political heirs. 

The Junejo faction, which 
included two serving cabinet 
ministers, criticised the late 
military ruler. 

Today was the last day for 
filing nominations for the 207 
National Assembly seats up for 
election. 

Benazir, 35, filed her nomina- 
tion papers for her father’s old 
seat in her home town Larkana, 
in the southern province of Sind, 
yesterday. 

Benazir is also due to contest a 
second seat — permitted under 
Pakistani electoral rules — in 
Lahore. Her mother Nusral will 
stand for another Larkana con- 
stituency, PPP sources said. 

Benazir’s father-in-law Hakim 
Ah Zardari has abandoned the 
left-wing Awami National Party 
for the PPP and will stand for the 
seat of Nawabshah in Sind.

Thatcher’s grip on 
power unchallenged 


BRIGHTON, Oct 15, (AP): 
Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher emerged triumphant from 
the annual Conservative Party 
conference, her grip on power 
unchallenged and hinting she 
may seek an unprecedented 
fourth term. 

“We are all too young to put 
our feet up ... include myself,” 
Mrs Thatcher told ihe 4,500 
delegates, who broke into thun- 
derous applause and cheers of 
“10 more years” during her 
keynote address. 

“The Conservative Party 
occupies the common ground of 
British politics ... and so it has 
fallen to us to lead Britain into 
the 1990s. And, who knows, 
beyond,” she declared in a 45- 
minute speech. 

The 63-year-old leader, who is 
the longest serving in the Wes- 
tern world, raised her arms in 
acknowledgement before leaving 
the hall to strains of the song 
“Land of Hope and Glory.” 

In her speech, Mrs Thatcher 
bluntly accused advocates of 


closer political union in the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity of trying to “spread socialism 
by stealth.” 

She also pledged support of 
the next US President. 

While sensitive to charges 
Britain has grown richer and 
more materialistic through years 
of right-wing economic policies, 
she outlined a programme for the 
1 990s urging generosi ty and civic 
pride. “Those who care, and they 
are the great majority of us, now 
have the means to give,” she said. 

Opposition leader Neil Kin- 
nock, who at his Labour Party’s 
convention last week described 
the Thatcher ethos as, “no num- 
ber other than one, no person 
other than me,” commented, “it 
obviously struck a raw nerve.” 

The Conservatives finished 
the conference, last in the 
autumn season of political con- 
ventions, with polls showing Mrs 
Thatcher maintaining a healthy 
five-point lead over Labour, 
which is struggling to devise a 
new, more moderate platform. 


Deputies search for ways to 
save Lebanese Parliament 


BEIRUT, Oct 15, (Reuter): 
Lebanese deputies held talks 
today on how to prevent their 
Parliament becoming the next 
victim of the crisis which has 
already forced the presidency to 
stand vacanL 

Parliamentary Speaker Hus- 
sein Husseini ends his one-year 
term on Tuesday, when deputies 
are due to meet either to re-elect 
him or choose a successor. 

But the venue has been set as 
the Parliament building in Nej- 
meh Square in Syrian-held West 
Beirut, where most of the 41 
Christian deputies refuse to 
travel for security reasons. 

Deputy House Speaker Albert 
Mukheiber said deputies held 
informal contacts today in an 
attempt to overcome the 
impasse, the latest twist in sec- 
tarian rivalry which has led to 
Lebanon being ruled by two rival 
governments. 


Political sources said lack of a 
speaker would paralyse the leg- 
islature — the only surviving 
government forum where Chris- 
tians and Muslims of different 
political persuasions can meet 

Christian hardliners said, the 
United States and Syria had tried 
to force Parliament to elect pro- 
Syrian deputy Mikhaei Daher as 
President 

Mediate 

Western diplomatic sources 
said today that the United States 
was working to end the deadlock 
and avert fresh civil war through 
talks with the Syrian-backed 
Muslims and their Christian 
foes. 

US Ambassador John McCar- 
thy discussed the impasse over 
the presidency yesterday with 
Patriarch Nasrallah Butros 
Sfeir, spiritual leader of the 
Christian Maronke community 
which holds the country's top 


political office. 

Political sources; said Sfeir, 
authorised to mediate by Chris- 
tian deputies, told MfcCarthy 
that Washington should try to 
convince Syria to change the pact 
naming Daher as their choice. 

The sources said the Chris- 
tians wanted to choose three or 
four presidential candidates and 
give a list of possibilities to 
Washington, which would then 
discuss it with Syrian officials. 

“Washington is trying to ease 
the tension by assuring Syria of 
its commitment to the accord 
and at the same time telling the 
Christians it will not impose a 
candidate on them.” a Western 
diplomat said. 

Pro-Syrian leftist Dmze leader 
Walid JumblatL however, said 
ail political efforts were a waste 
of time as the country was 
already partitioned by its rival 
communities into mini-states. 


51 die as 

ferry 

capsizes 

TACLOBAN, Philippines, Oct 
15, (UPlJ: Rescuers sawed 
through wreckage to free dozens 
of passengers trapped inside a 
badly overcrowded ferry that 
capsized in a sudden gale, leaving 
at least 51 people dead and one 
missing, officials said today. 

Passengers of the ship taking 
revellers home from a village 
fiesta when it capsized early yes- 
terday clung to the side of the 
vessel, which bad a capacity of 34 
but was canying 130 people, 
officials said. 

Rescuers took 78 survivors lo 
remote villages along the coast of 
eastern Samar province, about 
400 miles (650 km) southeast of 
Manila. 

A rescuer described a scene of 
mayhem as rescuers sawed 
through the wreckage of the ves- 
sel “Balangiga” to free dozens of 
passengers trapped inside Lhe 
capsized boat . ‘ 


Sikh gunmen 
kill eight 
in Punjab 

NEW DELHI, Oct 15, (Agen- 
cies): Suspected Sikh militants 
shot and killed eight people in 
Punjab and look Rs5Q,000 
($3,570) from a bank, Indian 
news agencies reported today. 

A group of Sikh gunmen 
raided the farmhouse of Ajaib 
Singh in Badal Khal village in 
Jalandhar late Friday night and 
killed him and his two sons. Press 
Trust oflndia reported. 

The other deaths occurred in 
Gurdaspur, Amritsar and Lud- 
hiana districts. 

Militant Sikhs are campaign- 
ing for an independent homeland 
in the Punjab. Sikhs, who make 
up about two per cent of India's 
880 million people, claim they 
are discriminated against by the 
Hindus, the country's religious 
majority. 

United News oflndia said sus- 
pected Sikh militants looted a 
state-owned bank in Punjab and 
escaped with Rs50,000 ($3,570). 
It gave no details. 

The latest killings brought the 
death toll blamed on the Sikh 
militants in Punjab this year to 
2.071. 

Meanwhile, a Sikh religious 
leader appealed today for 
clemency to be shown to two 
Sikhs sentenced Lo death in con- 
nection with the 1984 assassina- 
tion of Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi. 

The call came after the 
Supreme Court ruled on Wed- 
nesday that Saiwant Singh and 
Kehar Singh, both Sikhs, should 
hang for their involvement in (he 
killing of Indira, whose son Rajiv 
succeeded her as prime minister. 

Darshan Singh, head of the 
Akal Takht or eternal throne in 
the Golden Temple, the Sikhs' 
holiest shrine, appealed for 
clemency, saying that the Sikh 
majority state of Punjab had suf- 
fered as a result of a govemmen l 
crackdown on separatists there. 

“Punjab wants peace but the 
decision to hang Satwant and 
Kehar would be like rubbing salt 
into the wounds," he said.

Carlucci. appearing in Beverly 
Hills, California, yesterday to 
deliver a speech before the 
Society of Experimental Test 
Pilot, identified by name two 
pilots “who flew in the earliest 
days of Stealth aircraft develop- 
ment." 


The secretary lauded “men 
like Bill Park and Ken Dyson” as 
“unsung heroes” and “the back- 
bone of our nation's defences.” 


“Although for now your 
achievements must remain 
private, the results can be seen in 
the successes America is realising 
throughout the world,” Carlucci 
declared. “The time will come 
when history will fully record 
your accomplishments.” 


A copy of Carlucd’s speech 
was released in Washington. 


Norman Kenneth Dyson is the 
chief test pilot for the Rockwell 
International Corp., and 
William M. Park is director of 
flight operations for advanced 
development projects at the 
Lockheed Corp.

WASHINGTON, Oct 15, 
(Reuter): A buoyant George 
Bush, basking in the afterglow of 
a debate that solidified his 
frontrunner status, is barnstorm- 
ing vote-rich California in a bid 
to wrap up the biggest prize 
among the states. 

The Republican presidential 
candidate, who planned a bus 
trip today through the state's 
central agricultural region, told 
the cheering partisans yesterday 
that his final debate with 
Democratic rival Michael Duk- 
akis had moved him closer to 
victory on Nov 8. 

Change 1 

“I believe I moved my cam- 
paign forward by what happened 
last night," Bush said of Thurs- 
day night's 90-minute debate. 

But the vice-president said he 
would not adopt a complacent 
attitude during the campaign's 
remaining 24 days. 

He said fortunes can change 
rapidly in politics, noting that 
just two months ago he was trail- 


ing by as much as 17 points in 
opinion polls. 


“No, no, there’s no overcon- 
fidence at ail." he told reporters. 
“I remember bow these polls can 
change.”

crat, who he said won in 1960 
despite trailing in the polls in the 
final days of the campaign.

But there was a growing feel-

Even before the debate, polls 
showed Bush clinging to a dim. 
but persistent lead in the popular 
vote and news organisation 
projections gave him an edge of 
more than two-to-one in the 
stale-by-state electoral vote that 
will actually determine the next 
president 

Gloom pervaded the Dukakis 
camp yesterday and top cam- 
paign aide John Sasso conceded 
that “we're down a little biL” 

But Dukakis invoked the

Dukakis planned to stump in 
California today in a bid for the 
state's 47 electoral votes, the lar- 
gest block among the states.

Corruption

BEUING, Oct 15, (Reuter): 
Communist Party leader Zhao 
Ziyangin his toughest speech to 
date has said corruption among 
officials threatens the future of 
China’s reforms. 

In remarks published today in 
the party newspaper People’s 
Daily, Zhao said some Chinese 
did not believe in the party's 
commitment to root out corrup- 
tion because it had sometimes 
failed to carry out its pledges. 

“Now there is indeed corrup- 
tion among some party and 
government officials. If we do 
not take effective measures to 
control and overcome it, this 
phenomenon will spread and 
deepen,” Zhao told a high-level 
meeting on Friday. 

“If we let matters drift, the new 
economic order will not be esta- * 
blished, the reforms will not con- 
tinue.”

KABUL, Oct 15, (Reuter): A 
crucial meeting of the Afghan 
ruling party was postponed yet 
again today, apparently reflect- 
ing deep internal differences over 
moves to end a long and bitter 
war against the country's 
Muslim guerrillas. 

A government spokesman, 
announcing the delay in holding 
a full session of the central com- 
mittee of the People’s 
Democratic Party of Afghanis- 
tan (PDPA), told Western repor- 
ters he had been given no explan- 
ation for the postponement. 

He said he had been given no 
new' date, but held out the pos- 
sibility of the meeting being held 
within the next few days. 

Afghan officials said the cen- 
tral committee was due to meet to 
discuss national reconciliation, 
Kabul's phrase for peace moves 
towards the guerrillas called 
mujahedeen it has been fighting 
for 10 years. 

The rebel political leadership 
in the northwest Pakistan city of 
Peshawar has spurned all 


Kabul’s peace offers so far, 
including that of a coalition 
government. 

Western diplomats said the 
new delay in the meeting origin- • 
ally scheduled for last Monday, 
suggested that the deeply divided 
party has not yet been able to 
agree on new action to end the 
war. 

The more pragmatic Parchami 
faction led by President 
Najibullah, who is also head of 
the PDPA, is backing the 
national reconciliation policy. 
But the Khalqi faction, with its 
revolutionary ideology, is 
believed to want to fight to the 
end. 

The delay coincided with the 
arrival on Saturday of Soviet 
First Deputy Foreign Minister 
Yuli Vorontsov to take up his 
new post as Ambassador to 
Kabul just two days after the 
surprise announcement of his 
appointment. 

He arrived four months before 
the last Soviet combat troops 
were due to leave Afghanistan 


under a UN-mediated accord 
signed in April in Geneva. The 
Soviet Union intervened in 
Afghanistan in late 1979 and ins- 
talled a pro-Moscow govern- 
ment. 

The diplomats said his first 
task would likely be to get Lhe 
rival PDPA factions to resolve 
their differences. 

Negotiations 

They said appointing a man as 
powerful as Vorontsov, who is 
considered very close to the 
Kremlin leadership, meant Mos- 
cow wanted to try to negotiate an 
end to the war. 

“Both sides are locked into 
tough positions and something 
big has to happen if the impasse is 
to be broken,” one said. 

The diplomats said specula- 
tion was nfe that the party meet- 
ing might result in Najibullah's 
downfall — believed by some to 
be a prerequisite for a dialogue 
between the factions. 

“Getting rid of Najibullah has 
to be the opening move if there is 
to be any realistic chance for a 


dialogue with the other side.” 
said one. 

The mujahedeen appear con- 
fident that they will win the wa* - 
with the Afghan government 
once the Soviet troops have left 
and the diplomats said they 
doubled any peace talks were 
possible. 

”1 think if one side came up 
with a plan, even if it seemed 
reasonable, the other side would 
reject it because the animosities 
run so deep they would 
automatically assume there was 
a trick in it somewhere,” one 
said. 

Meanwhile, the United States 
has expressed puzzlement over 
the nature of the Soviet Union's 
pledge of aid to help rebuild 
Afghanistan. 

US State Department spokes- 
man Charles Redman said it was 
not clear whether the Soviet 
announcement “represented 
new assistance rather than 
repackaging of existing support 
or what conditions may be atta- 
ched to the aid.”

BHOPAL, Oct 15, (AP): An 
appellate court has removed the 
judge in the lawsuit against 
Union Carbide Corp., saying 
that he based his multimillion- 
dollar interim awards for 
relatives of the Bhopal gas disa- 
ster victims on his emotions — 
not reason. 

Justice S.K. Seth has ordered 
that the case be transferred from 
district court judge M.W. Deo to 
the most senior additional dis- 
trict judge in Bhopal. 

Deo “was moved by sen- 
timents rather than by reason 
while ordering interim relief,” 
Seth said in the order he issued on 
Thursday.

Children under 
five die in 
Sudanese town 

KHARTOUM, Oct 15, 
(Reuter): All children under 
five have died in a refugee- 
packed Sudanese town where 
the United States has begun 
an airlift of food and 
medicine, relief workers said. 

The first mercy flights were shut- 
tling into Abyei in southern 
Kordofan province where 
relief agencies said a genera- 
tion has been wiped out by 
starvation and malnutrition. 

“Immediate airlift was decided 
upon for Abyei and other 
locations because food stocks 
are below what is necessary to 
sustain the numbers there,” 
an official for the USAID 
relief agency said. 

Abyei’s population has swelled 
to around 100,000 with the 
arrival of 25,000 refugees 
from the Dinka tribe fleeing 
the surrounding bush to 
escape harassment by 
militi ame n, flood and famine 
exacerbated by five years of 
dvil war, the relief workers 
said. 

But the situation in the town is 
little better. 

Roads into Abyei have been 
made impassable by he^vy 
floods and aircraft ferrying 
supplies can only carrjr a 
tonne at a time. 

A USAID official said only 18 
tonnes of relief aid had so far 
reached Abyei, 650 km (420 
miles) from Khartoum. 

Each of the chartered Nile 
Safaris’ relief aircraft is mak- 
ing three trips a day to the. 
town where USAID plans to 
deliver a" total of 90 tonnes of 
food and medicine in a million 
dollar operation. 

More aid will be sent by road 
when the floods subside.

Bangladesh

UNITED NATIONS, Oct 15, 
(Reuier):Malaysia and Ban- 
gladesh both believe they have 
the edge in their contest for the 
Asian vacancy in the UN 
Security Council, diplomats 
said. 

A two-thirds majority is 
needed for election in the secret 
ballot due to be held in the Gen- 
eral Assembly on Oct 26. 

The two stales are running for 
a two-year term in the seat that 
will be vacated by Japan at year- 
end. Because neither candidate 
was willing to withdraw in favour 
of the oLher. the contest has 
divided the Asian group of states. 

As Bangladesh and Malaysia 
share membership in the Com- 
monwealth and Lhe Organisation 
of Islamic Conference, their 
rivalry presents difficult choices 
also for the states represented in 
those groups, officials said. 

Source close to the Malaysian 
delegation said they had received 
pledges of support from more 
than 100 states, but they ackn- 
owledged that in a secret ballot 
there could be no guarantee that 
all of these promises would be 
honoured. 

Malaysia has served only once 
on the council, in 1965 when it 
agreed to split the normal two- 
year term with Czechoslovakia 
in order to break a deadlock in 
the balloting. 

Bangladesh had a full term, 
1979-80. and Foreign Minister 
Humayun R as heed Choudhury 
was President of the General 
Assembly in 1986. Malaysia has 
never held thai prestigious office. 

Choudhury now is in New 
York spearheading Ban- 
gladesh's drive for another coun- 
cil term. Malaysia's new chief 
delegate, Ismail Razali. is in 
charge of his country's effort. 

Diplomats said Bangladesh 
based its appeal Tor support in 
part on a contention that its 
impoverished state guaranteed 
more sympathy for the majority 
of poor countries that make up 
the UN membership than more 
affluent Malaysia would accord. 

Malaysian officials said that as 
■the Security Council was not a 
body dealing with economics,

Dental Centre struggles Afforestation 
to accommodate patients Week begins 


By Uma Al Khalafawi 

KUWAIT'S Dental Centre is 
filled with patients and dentists 
are scheduling appointments for 
as far away as March next year. 

Patients cannot get immediate 
appointments unless they 
require urgent treatment, said Dr 
MohamedBelal, co-ordinator of 
the Regional Clinics of Dental 
Departments. 

The Dental Centre is the only 
main centre in Kuwait offering 
specialised treatment. The cen- 
tre, which includes 46 clinics, is 
receiving 500 patients every day, 
he said. 

Each patient spends as long as 
an hour with the dentist, which 
puts an additional burden on the 
staff and makes it impossible to 
see a large number of patients 
each day. 

Shortage 

Kuwait is faced with a shor- 
tage of qualified dentists. Those 
Kuwaiti doctors who have 
much-needed experience in the 
field are leaving the centre to 
open private clinics. Dr Belal 
said. 

Dr Belal has appealed to the 
university to open a dental 
school to allevia te the shortage of 
Kuwaiti dentists. 

In 1986, about 172,081 


patients visited the Dental Cen- 
tre. This year, the number has 
increased, he said. More than 500 
patients seek treatment 
everyday. 

The centre is staffed by 51 
specialised dentists. There are an 
average of 16 patients for each 
clinic each day, according to 
1986 statistics. 

Dr Belal also said that in the 
same year the casualty dinic at 
the centre received 25,904 
patients, with an average of 71 
patients per day. The casually 
clinic is open 24 hours a day. 

New centres 

. The Ministry of Public Health 
will open another four dental 
centres in A dan, Jahra. Farwan- 
iya and Sabhan. Each centre will 
have 30 clinics, except in Sabhan, 
where the Research and Training 
Centre will have 120 clinics. 

To upgrade Kuwait's dental 
services, the new centres will be 
provided with modem equip- 
ment and highly qualified dent- 
ists, Dr Belal said. 

The doctor also had some 
words of caution for dental 
patients. He said people do not 
take the doctor's advice seriously 
and ignore instructions. For 
example, some people who are 
supposed to wear orthodontic 
braces remove them in the mid-

die of the treatment period, Dr 
Belal said. 

The doctor also said thai 
because dentures are available at 
low costs, patients often go to 
different clinics and have several 
sets made. This practice is costly 
for the government and serves no 
purpose. It also does notimprove 
the condition of the patient, he 
said. 

On a more positive note, Dr 
Belal said the preventive treat- 
ment programme the ministry 
started five years ago has yielded 
some encouraging results in 
reducing dental decay and over- 
crowding at the clinics.

HPC releases 
annual report 


FAO facing awesome task 


KUWAIT, Oct 15, (KUNA): 
When officials at the Food and 
Agriculture Organisation (FAO) 
mark tomorrow's World Food 
Day. they will find one distress- 
ing and awesome task before 
them this year How to feed some 
500 million hungry people left 
homeless by devastating floods 
or famine. 

This year's Oct 16 World Food 
Day, the anniversary that marks 
(FAOfsestablishment in 1 945, is 
particularly demanding in view 
of the growing responsibilities of 
the world body towards an ever 
increasing number of famine or 
flood-stricken people around the 
world. 

Destroyed 

Recent killer floods made hun- 
dreds of millions of people home- 
less and in dire need of food in the 
Sudan, Ethiopia, Chad, Ban- 
gladesh and India. Famine and 
desertification in the Western 
Sahara region and other parts of 
Africa are increasing the burden 
on FAO this year. 

Natural disasters, floods, 
famine and locust attacks have 
destroyed vast areas of crop land 
that provided a major source of 
income for the countries in ques- 
tion. 

According to a recent FAO 
report, the food requirements of 
45 African countries will increase 
this year to 6.4 million tons, 42 
per cent higher than in 1987. 

Alarmed by the gravity of the 
situation, FAO DirectorGeneral 
Edward Soma has underlined the 
urgent need to ship relief food 
supplies to affected areas. 


He has suggested diverting 
portions of food stocks in world 
regions enjoying surpluses to 
others that badly need food to 
stay alive. 

Self-sufficient 

In Sudan alone which until 
recently has been hard pressed 
for downpours, flash floods bat- 
tered 600 villages, destroyed 

116.000 houses and upwards of 

70.000 acres of crop land. 

FAO -rushed J4.5 million 

worth of food, and many other 
Arab countries, notably Kuwait 
and Saudi Arabia, started an 
airlift to help the people of Sudan 
overcome the disaster. 

In Bangladesh the situation is 
worse. The floods killed 500 peo- 
ple and made some 25 million 
homeless. 

Appealing for international 
help. President Mohammed 
Hussein Ershad said the coun- 
try’s economy is suffering. At 
least two million tons of crops 
were damaged. 

FAO has ambitious plans to 
help developing and poor 
nations become food self-suf- 
ficient. But a budget deficit due 
to non-payment of membership 
dues by some Western countries 
led by the US is hampering FAO 
efforts, which cost S20 milli on a 
month. 

Having started the 1988 fiscal 
year with a budget shortfall of 
$35 million, the Rome-based 
organisation drew from its 
reserves and adopted belt-tight- 
ening measures. 

The US, which underwrites 25 
per cent of FAO’s S437 million 


budget that was endorsed in a 
November 1987 conference, has 
demanded budgetary reforms. 

Washington also opposed the 
election of Soma, a Lebanese 
national, the third time. The 
reasons for the protest, 
American official, were 
ideological and administrative. 

But Arab consensus and solid 
backing from developing and 
poor nations combined to get 
them an important say in the way 
the organisation distributes its 
aid money and administer* assis- 
tance programmes. 

Despite this year's many 
natural disasters and financial 
deficit, FAO is keeping up its 
valuable agricultural develop- 
ment programmes in Third 
World countries. 

Tomorrow's World Food Day 
anniversary is being held under 
the motto “the countryside 
youth.”

Two two boys reportedly 
quarrelled in the Jahra area. The ; 
assailant allegedly stabbed the 
victim in the chest with a knife. 

Medical investigations 
revealed that the knife pen- 
etrated the boy’s heart. 

The accused was arrested and 
referred to the authorities for 
prosecution. 


KUWAIT, Oct 15, (KUNA): 
The Committee on Demogra- 
phic Policies and Manpower 
Development, an offshoot of the 
Higher Planning Council, has 
decided to defer action on a 
memorandum gr anting perman- 
ent residence, according to a 
report published here today. 

The annual report of the 
Higher Planning Council, 
approved at a session held Sept 
23 under HH the Crown Prince 
and Premier, indicated that the 
issue was deferred to allow for 
additional study, to sound out 
opinion of those concerned and 
to get acquainted with experien- 
ces of other co untries in this field. 

The Council's Social Commit- 
tee, the report adds, gave atten- 
tion to changing behavioural 


trends of the individual in the 
Kuwaiti society. The committee 
noted the negative aspects in per- 
sonal conduct which are spread- 
ing in the local co mmuni ty. 

IMF director 
to visit Kuwait 

KUWAIT, Oct 15, (KUNA): 
The managing director of the 
International Monetary Fund, 
Michel Camdessus, and foe 
delegation accompanying him 
will arrive here Sunday on a two- 
day visit to Kuwait. 

Camdessus, who is also chair- 
man of foe board of executive 
directors of foe IMF will meet 
with top Kuwaiti officials during 
his visit here. 

The governor of the Central 
Bank of Kuwait will accompany 
Camdessus during his meetings 
with Kuwaiti officials. 

He will leave Kuwait next 
Monday.

The report indicated that plan- 
ning is a continuous process, 
which involves national develop- 
ment The report underscored 
the need to draw up scientific 
plans and -programmes to 
develop and upgrade manpower 
to realise socio-economic 
development 

Meanwhile, foe Higher Plan- 
ning Council said it has appoin- 
ted a subcommittee to recom- 
mend ways of remedying foe 
current, budget deficit in co- 
operation with the Kuwait Ins- 
titute for Scientific Research 
(KISR). The institute has 
already presented an interim 
report on the question.

Arab world requires a 
North-South meeting 

MEETINGS have been held between the so-called North 
and South, or rather, between the rich and poor coun- 
tries. 

They were held between heavily-indebted countries 
and their creditors or between countries searching for 
markets and others searching for money to purchase 
basic necessities, like food. 

The meetings were held between peoples of different 
creeds and languages. 

Here, in the Arab world, we also have North and 
South. Here too. we have rich and poor countries. 

However, the cause of poverty in some Arab countries 
is due to their economic mismanagement and lack of 
initiative and direction in exploiting investment oppor- 
tunities and other resources, whether in agriculture, 
tourism, minerals or other resources. 

In rich Arab countries, people are living in luxury and 
searching for investment opportunities in America, 
Britain, Australia and other countries. They enjoy a good 
deal of legal stability and provide protection for foreign 
investments and respect foreigners coming to search for 
investment opportunities. 

Such countries do not recognise regional feelings and 
do not approve of phrases like “Kuwaitisation” or 
“Saudisation” or "Morocconisation” or any other such 
names — which are true obstacles to smooth investments 
in the Arab countries. 

Thus, the Arab world requires a North-South meeting. 
As we have said before, what happened in Algeria is a 
case in point. 

Algeria is a country rich in natural resources, but these 
remain unexploited. Why, may we ask, are these resour- 
ces not utilised? The same scenario was enacted in Sudan 
when its people also revolted against starvation. How can 
we believe that Sudan is facing starvation? Another 
example is Egypt, which has opportunities — although 
different from those of Algeria and Sudan — but once 
again they remain unexploited. 

Since 1952, the Arab world has been witnessing years 
of political fragmentation. All the slogans raised during 
the past 40 years have been political. We have linked our 
emotions to such political slogans. 

When Arab leaders differ on issues, they hate each 
other and ask their people to follow suit. They also ask 
.the people to love when the leaders love. Thus, we have 


The Arab world has damaged its economy through 
political disputes. Therefore we really need an Arab 
North-South meeting in the form of an Arab summit in 
which Arab leaders put their personal differences aside 
andestablish well-defined and <tableeconomicco-opera- 
tion. 

Such co-operation should « founded on facts rather 
than on talk with empty polit i* 1 slogans. 

It must be remembered .h* people are aware and 
clever enough to recognise * mpty talk. They will revolt 
when their basic needs are r A met. 

We may be able to tempc rar'ly cool down the situa- 
tion, but if their demands are not met soon enough, it will 
flare up once again. 

An Arab North-South meeting has now become an 
urgent necessity through a we'I-organised and wise sum- 
mit.

Egyptian becomes 
Nobel laureate 


CAIRO, (Reuter); Naguib Mab- 
fouz, the surprise winner of Lhe 
1988 Nobel prize for literature, 
became a literary force when he 
moved beyond traditional novels 
to realistic descriptions of 
Egypt's 20th century experience 
with colonialism and autocracy. 

After a career marked more by 
political controversy at home 
than fame in the West, the 76- 
year-old Egyptian novelist was 
not expecting the announcement 
on Thursday that he was the first 
writer in Arabic to win the 
award. 

*‘I did not know I was nomin- 
ated for the prize. Who nomin- 
ated me?” the newspaper A1 
Ahram reported him asking 
when his wife woke him with the 
news during his afternoon nap. 

Although the world's most 
prestigious literary award will 
give him 2.2 million Swedish 
crowns ($390,000). money has 
not been the driving force in a 
prolific career of novels, short 
stories and film scripts, 
i “If the urge to write should 
ever leave me, I want that day to 
he my last,” Mahfouz was 
quoted as saying in a recent 
interview. 

; His fame, which has influen- 
ced writers across the Arab 
world, rests on the controversial 
Views that earned him the anger 
j>f military and religious officials 
Sn Egypt and other Arab govem- 
iment abroad.

When he started Lhe novel was 
still struggling to establish itself 
in a world where poetry had for 
centuries been the main field for 
Arab men-of-lelters, and his first 
novels followed in the steps of his 
predecessors. 

By 1 944. he had published five 
books — three traditional his- 
torical novels drawing cn the 
Pharaonic legacy, a collection of 
short stories and a book entitled 
“Ancient Egypt”. 

But fame came with his treat- 
ment of Egypt under the British 
occupation and then the 
auLocratic rule of President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser following 
the 1952 revolution. 

His book “New Cairo” publi- 
shed in 1 945 switched to a realis- 
tic approach and began a trend 
that critics say started a new 
school of Arab writing. He wrote 
in simple prose, sometimes in 
semi-colloquial Arabic. 

With a deep understanding of 
Egypt as a kingdom, he com- 
bined social criticism and psy- 
chological insight to portray liv- 
ing characters in popular quar- 
ters ofCairo. 

Another four realistic works 
followed, bringing him fame and 
money. 

He slopped writing between 
1949 and 19 56 while he observed 
the changes that saw the decline 
of the monarchy and the rise of 
the military under Nasser. 

But he came back full force 
with a trilogy that covertly 
attacked the new Army rulers. In 
the three works. Mahfouz 
narrated developments in Egypt 
through iheeyesof a middle class 
family over three generations. 


Bush gave a confident performance 

riz Dukakis fell short of debate goals 


WASHINGTON. (Reuter): 
Republican George Bush gave a 
solid and confident debate per- 
formance on Thursday night and 
seemed certain to have protected 
his lead over presidential rival 
Michael Dukakis in the Nov S 
election. 

Neither man committed any 
obvious blunders in a somnolent 
and gentlemanly encounter in 
which political experts said Duk- 
akis clearly failed to achieve the 
knockout he needed. 

“1 doubt very much if it chan- 
ged anything,” said George 
Reedy, former press secretary to 
Democratic President Lyndon 
Johnson. 

“A no-knockout affair and 
that works to the detriment of 
Dukakis,” said Republican 
strategist Pete Teely. Democratic 
strategist Brian Lunde agreed 
that “the race remains where it 
■ was. It's going to be a burden for 
Dukakis to make up ground.” 

Bush entered thecontest with a 
narrow, but persistent lead over 
the Massachusetts governor in 
opinion polls and a far wider 
advantge in the state-by-state 
electoral college votes that will 
actually determine the next 
president. 

Opportunity 

• With less than four weeks and 
no debates left in the campaign, 
Thursday's session was widely 
regarded as the best remaining 
opportunity for Dukakis to per- 
suade undecided and weakly 
committed voters that it was time 
for a change after eight years of 
Republican rule. 

But an instant ABC News poll 
taken immediately following the 
debate said a group of 639 voters 
rated Bush the winner by a 49-33

Bush's main goal was to avoid 
stumbles, solidify his own sup- 
port with voters, and reiterate his 
contention that Dukakis is an 
ultra-liberal out of step with 
mainstream America on such 
issues as crime, taxes and 
national defence. 

Relaxed 

The initial indications were 
that Bush seemed to have 
achi’eved all three. Despite a 
reputation for verbal gaffes and 
awkwardness, he seemed relaxed 
and in co mman d throughout 

Dukakis surprised many in the 
political community who expec- 
ted him to come out with a hard 
slugging attack on the vice- 
president. 

The Democrat seemed to bend 
over backwards to avoid the per- 
sonal attacks that characterised 
the Sept 25 debate between the 
two. Polls rated Dukakis the bet- 
ter debater in that contest, but 
also said voters were turned oft 
by his demeanor and found Bush 
the most likeable of the two. 

In their previous encounter, 
Dukakis had suggested Bush was 
a liar by comparing him to Joe 
Isuzu, a television advertising 
character known for outrageous 
exaggerations. 

Going into the debate, Duk- 


akis aides said their man had to 
convince voters he was the sort of 
person they’d "like to invite over 
for a beer.” ft appeared that 
softening his image was upper- 
most in Dukakis's mind. 

Dukakis had been expected to 
press Bush on his choice of 
Indiana Senator Dan Quayle for 
the second spot on the 
Republican ticket, a choice that 
now appears to have been a tac- 
tical mistake. 

Polls say large numbers of 
Americans think the youthful 
Quayle is unqualified for high 
office and his presence on the 
ticket is costing the Republicans 
support. 

But the issue, rated one of the 
Democrats' strongest, was tou- 
ched on only briefly and Dukak- 
is's criticism was far more res- 
trained than in recent campaign 
speeches. 

Disarmament 

Bush used every opportunity 
to drive home his fundamental 
campaign message that Dukak- 
is’s views are too far to the left of 
the political spectrum and said 
his rival's opposition to a num- 
ber of arms systems amounted to 
unilateral disa rmam ent. 

Dukakis, who has said the 
election is about competence, not 
ideology, seemed almost to plead 
for Bush to . stop applying an 
ideological tag to him by assert- 
ing that the two men shared com- 
mon American values. 

“Let’s get rid of labels,” he 
urged at one point. 

But polls show Bush's lead isin 
large part due to his ability to 
persuade Americans his rival is 
more liberal than they are.

In “Goldwater," he writes that 
he believes Reagan knew of the 
diversion of Iranian funds to 
Nicaragua's Contra rebels and if 


he did not, he was incompetent in 
handling his duties. 

“I am a man with prejudices," 
Golwatersays. 

Despite his comments on

Election in Soweto

SOWETO, South Africa, <AP_): 
In Soweto, two of the most visi- 
ble figures in this month’s muni- 
cipal election campaign are car- 
toon-character squirrels 
employed by the government to 
promote a high voter turnout.

Aside from government ads, 
there is little evidence of a pend- 
ing election in Soweto, the coun- 
try’s largest municipality with an 
estimated 2.5 million residents.

Only about 20 per cent of eligi- 
ble black voters went to the polls 
in the 1983 municipal elections. 
The government wants a higher 


merit deputies, mostly Christian 
Democrats, took tbeir last 
chance to vote against De Mita 
from the cloak of a secret ballot. 

In the event he secured the 
required absolute majority by 
just seven votes — narrowly 
avoiding a crisis which could 
have forced his resignation and 
probably precipitated a general 
election. 

De Mita, an obsessive card 
player, made the biggest gamble 
of his career on the vote, risking 
both his six-month-old coalition 
government and his leadership of 
the DC. 

But his courage and 
achievement were hailed by 
Italian newspapers on Friday. 

“After 40 years of republic we 
are at the beginning of a new 
ear ...the uphill road is behind 
us.” said the influential Corriere 
Della Sera in a front page 
editorial.

groups of rebel deputies known 
as “snipers” have continually 
ambushed governments from the 
shelter of the secret vote. 

Their motivation has rarely 
been very principled. Frequently 
their undisciplined voting has 
been aimed at sabotaging party 
rivals, earnings spinoffs from 
commercial lobbyists, or simply 
creating new jobs by forcing a 
change of government 

Undisciplined 

The result has often been 
chaos and has played havoc with 
Italy’s public finances. There 
have been 48 governments in 
four decades. 

in the four-year legislature up 
to general elections in mid- 1 987. 
three governments lost 153 
parliamentary votes. 

De Mita's predecessor, fellow 
Christian Democrat Giovanni 
Goria, suffered 17 humiliating 
defeats in eight months. 



Flood waters recede

DHAKA. Bangladesh: As flood 
waters recede in Dhaka, slogans 
have been going up on walls and 
signboards: “Smash the Farakka 
Barrage." 

The Farakka Barrage is a dam 
built by India in the 1 970s across 
the Ganges River that many 
Bangladeshis blame for their 
woes duimg summer floods and 
winter water shortages. 

Ninety per cent of Ban- 
gladesh's water flow originates in 
India. Tins year, Bangladesh 
faced its worst flood in recent 
memory, as heavy rain and over- 
flowing rivers submerged three- 

- fourths ofthe nation — -V- 

And, like the waters, political 
tensions have run high.- 

"The role of India is the main 
cause of this,” says Muhammad 
Kamaruzzaman, an official with 
the fundamentalist Jamat-e- 
Islami party in Dhaka. “By all- 
owing India to build Farakka, 
our government and others in the 
region have Tailed.” 

Meanwhile, press reports in 
India say officials are baffled at 
Bangladesh’s decision recently 
to return four Indian Air Force 
helicopters that have been help- 
ing with relief operations. India 
sees this as part of growing anti- 
Indian feeling that has brought 
new tensions to an oid con- 
troversy: how to control water 
during rainy seasons and share it 
during the dry. The Farakka 
dam is now a political bogy here, 
symbolizing India's control over 
the rivers and thus this nation's 
economy. 

Bangladesh wants India, 
China, Nepal, and Bhutan — all 
of which are spanned by the two 
rivers — to join in coming up 
with a co-operative approach to 
water management. 

Pressure 

’ India says the issue is only bet- 
ween itself and Bangladesh. But 
pressure from the United States, 
other Western nations, and the 
World Bank — which funds 
many such development projects 

— is mounting for a regional 
solution. 

Asian and Western experts say 
that the problems defy easy solu- 
tions. 

In the summer, wben the 
region receives 80 per cent of its 
annual rainfall, the overflow 
spreads destruction. But with the

dry season comes drought. 

The problem has been com- 
pounded by the silting up of 
rivers, caused partly by defores- 
tation in the Himalaya moun- 
tains. The heavy rain sweeps 
large amounts of topsoil down- 
hill. Thesiltingreduces therivers' 
capacity to handle heavy rainfall. 

“There is a limit to what can be 
done,” says Hamidur Rahman 
Khan, a water resources expert 
here. “Even if we had the 
(money) to build a labyrinth of 
■ protection systems, it would stiH- - 
^not be enough.” v . 

Waterexpertssay Farakka has 
little impact on flooding, though 
it does worsen Bangladesh's 
problemsin the dry season. More 
annoying. Bangladeshi officials 
say, is India’s refusal to consider 
a regional approach to building 
dams in Nepal to help control 
floods and store water. 

India has long shunned 
regional talks. Western analysts 
say, because it wants to keep con- 
trol over its own waterways and 
fears the influence of United 
States-dominated multilateral 


organisations which would he 
likely to fund the projects. 

Bangladeshhas alrcad> rejec- 
ted an Indian proposal to build 
three dams in India’s noriheasi 
Assam Slate and a 200-mile canal 
to direct water from the Brah- 
maputra to the Ganges. Indian 
officials say. They blame Ban- 
gladesh for failing to carry out 
flood controls of its own. 

“A lot of myths have been built 
up. ...” says B.G. Vcrghese. an 
Indian water analyst wh o is wr it- 
Ihg a book‘d ffie'dispureT^Bair-’* 
-gUdc&h Teds A is being affected - 
by Farakka. And India fears 
other countries will gang up on it 
if it deals with the issue on a 
regional basis." 

Western analysts say Ban- 
gladesh could do more. River 
dredging is inadequate and 
maintenance underfunded. With 
corruption widespread, 
observers say, officials would 
rather take on new projects, for 
whicb payoffs are common, than 
keep up existing structures.

They say black participation in 
segregated political bodies only 
entrenches the government's 
apartheid policies of racial 
separation, which deny blacks a 
vote on the national level. 

The government says it will 
not prosecute Tutu, but last 
month police detained Tom 
Mbabane, a relatively unknown 
Methodist minister in Soweto 
who allegedly advocated a 
boycott. 

Others also have voiced their 
concern, like Jon Qwelane of 
Soweto, a black columnist with 
the Sunday Star newspaper of 
Johannesburg. 

"I shall never vote for any ins- 
titution whose success depends 
on the harassment, banning and 
imprisonment of hundreds of 
people whose only ‘crime’ is to 
disagree with the instruments of 
authority,” he wrote. 


“If I went to the polls I would 
... betray my people's true 
leaders, imprisoned and exiled.’ 
The candidates keep low 
profiles. There are few campaign 
speeches or election posters, as in 
white neighbourhoods, and none 
of the candidates have appeared 
on government-run television. 

The onepolitical organisation 
to field candidates in Soweto, the 
Sofasonke Party, has held 
occasional weekend rallies atten- 
ded largely by the elderly, its core 
constituency. 

Party leaders denounce the- 
entire city council as corrupt and . 
irresponsible although . more 
than two-thirds of the council 
members were elected on the 
Sofakonke Party ticket 
“Those corrupt councillors 
beve been thrown out of the 
party," said party leader Payne 
Tshabalaba, son of former 


Mayor Ephraim Tshabalaba. 

“This year we've made our 
candidates sign a contract that 
says they wfll not accept bribts,” 
he said. 

The Sofasonke Party and 
independent candidates make up 
the 53 people competing for the 
35 city council seats. In 1 5 of the 
wards, only one candidate is run- 
ning. 

Anti-apartheid 

The Sofasonke Party’s plat- 
form is geared almost totally 
toward local issues and although 
it professes to be anti-apartheid, 
it is not addressing itself to that 
topic or other national issues in 
the campaign. 

The polls officially opened on 
Oct 10 as part of the govern- 
ment's . "prior voting" policy, 
which allows citizens to cast early 
baJJois to avoid possible harass- 
ment on Oct 26. 


Despite these efforts, turnout 
stiU is expected to be low in town- 
ships. Soweto Mayor Nelson 
Botile predicts up to 100,000 
residents may cast ballots. That 
figure, considered optimistic by 
many, amounts to only an 
estimated eight per cent of the 
voting age population. 

"In order to change the situa- 
tion in South Africa we (blacks) 
must participate in the system so 
our voices can be heard.” Botile 
said in an interview. “We must 
fight from the inside." 

Homes 

Botile said his job is to address 
only local matters such as hous- 
ing and services. He ..says his 
accomplishments include the 
addition of thousands of new 
homes and the upgrading of 
roads. 

The township governments 
have many of the same powers 
that white municipal govern- 
ments have. However, the 
national police force and the 
military keep a tight rein on the 
townships’ security.

FOURTEEN leaves removed 
from one of the most mag- 
nificent books ever made, the 
Houghton Shahnameh or 
“King’s Book of Kings”, came 
up for sale at Christie’s recen- 
tly. 

These 16th-century leaves, 
brilliantly illustrated with Per- 
sian horsemen and sages, 
dragons and heroes, carry an 
estimated value of around 
£600,000. 

But the jubilant sound of 
champagne-corks that popped 
in St James' do not hide one sad 
fact. The breaking up and sell- 
ing of the Houghton Shah- 
nameh is one of the worst acts 
of artistic vandalism per- 
petrated since the war. 

The Houghton Shahnameh 
was commissioned in the 1 520s 
by Shah Isma'il, the founder of 
Lhe Safavid dynasty which 
established the Shiite branch of 
Islam as the state religion of 
Iran. 

Isma'il was a brilliant gen- 
eral, a poet and an ecstatic, 
whose warriors laid aside their 
armour to follow him into bat- 
tle. Yet like his rivals to the 
west, the Ottoman sultans, 
isma’il was a deeply cultivated 
man. 

The Shah wanted to give a 
present to his son. Prince Tah- 
masp, whom he had sent away 
to Herat at the lender age of 
two to learn such useful royal 
arts as Iuteplaying and execut- 
ing prisoners. 

There could be no more fit- 
ting present than a copy of the 
Shahnameh, a bloodthirsty 
epic poem by Firdausi. IlsgreaL 
hero, Rustam, with his beloved 
horse Rakhsh. found favour 
with our grandparents thanks 
to Matthew Arnold's poems. 

The manuscript employed 
the empire’s best paper-mak- 
ers, gilders, painters, and 
scribes — calligraphy was ra ted 
as highly as painting. 

Most’ of the artists can be 
identified only as Painler A. 
Painter B. and so on. However, 
three of the greatest artists are 
known: Sultan Muhammed, 
“Zenith ol' the Age*', Mirza Ali, 
and Dust Muhammed. whose 
account of the painters of the 
day makes him the Persian 
equivalent of Vasari. 

Leave painted by all three 
artists were included in iheChr- 
istie’s sale. One, by Dust 
Mohammed, shows the ruler 
Kay Kusrow talking to Rus- 
tam, clad in his leopard-skin

cap. It is a wonderful image of 
oriental refinement: on vivid 
Rower-strewn grass, the 
musicians serenade their mas- 
ter. The tree is a special order 
from some Iranian equivalent 
of Aprey's — made of gold, its . 
emerald and ruby fruits per- 
fumed the air with musks. 

During his troubled reign 
(1524-1576), the art-loving 
Shah Tahmasp probably found 
comfort in his great book. On’ 
completion, it held 759 pages, 
with 258 miniatures. However, 
the needs of diplomacy promp- 
ted the Shah to present it to the 
Ottoman Sultan Selim 11. Still 
in superb condition, the Shah- 
nameh was bought by Baron 
Edmond de Rothschild in 1903. 
In 1959, it was sold to the man

whose name the Shahnameh 
now bears and who, ironically, 
destroyed iL 

Arthur A. Houghton Jr was 
heir to the Corning glass for- 
tune, a rich man who was — 
perhaps still is — a book-lover. • 

Scholars certainly have 
reason to thank him for endow- 
ing the Houghton Library of 
manuscripts aiHarvard. 

Yet one can only marvel that 
this rich collector ordered the 
. breaking up of the Shahnameh, 
and continues to place hunks 
on the market. 

Early this century, collectors * 
of manuscripts. Western and 
Islamic, quite commonly dis- 
membered them. It is still com- 
mon practice for run-of-the- 
mill manuscripts. But to split a 


work like the Shahnameh pas- 
sed comprehension. Neverthe- 
less, in 1976, Christie’s sold 
seven leaves. The market in 
Islamic art was at its peak; the 
sale raised £785,000 without 
premium. 

The defence for Houghton's 
action is that by splitting a man- 
uscript, the public can enjoy It. 
In a sense, it is true: Houghton 
did present 78 leaves to the 
Metropolitan Museum in New 
York. However, only two other 
leaves are in museums and 
therefore accessible. 

Another 40 of those sold 
have gone to private collec- 
tions. Houghton retains 133 
leaves. If those were to be reun- 
ited with their fellows in the 
Met, it -would be meagre' 
reparation. But Shah Isxna’il’s 
noble conception has gone for 
ever. 




Hidden sketch by Michelangelo revealed

AN unknown drawing by 
Michelangelo has turned up on 
the back of a drawing being 
prepared for an exhibition of 
his works in the National 
Gallery of Art in Washington . 

The drawing — of an angui- 
shed, open-mouthed woman — 
was discovered by conservators 
at the Uffizi Museum in 
Florence on the reverse of 
Michelangelo's drawing, - 
“Cleopatra”. It was behind a 
thick paper backing glued to it 
in the 19th century. 

Discovered in late August, 
the drawing was authenticated 
by scholars in September. 
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working procedures. 

The new-found drawing, 
presumably a preliminary 
study for “Cleopatra", offers 
insights into the evolution of 
his ideas. It presents a figure 
markedly different in mood, 
from the saddened yet tranquil 
one on the recto, or front. 

Both show an elaborately 
coiffed figure with locks of hair 
draped across her shoulders. 


the head turned slightly down 
hnd to the side. But, while the 
finished "Cleopatra" is a 
smoothly drawn figure, the 
sketch is more dramatic and 
shows a woman with arched 
eyebrows, screaming as if in 
terror. Both drawings date 
from the 1530s. 

Art historians say Lhe dis- 
covery of works on both sides 
of a sheet happens quite 


frequently. Several new works 
of Raphael’s were found in a 
similar way five years ago when 
exhibitions were held to mark 
the 500th anniversary of his 
birth. 

The history of "Cleopatra” 
is well documented. Michelan- 
gelo gave it as a present to his 
friend. Tommaso Cavaliere. 
lhe recipient of many other 
drawings by the artist. 

He in turn presented it on a 
January 20 to Duke Cosimo I 
de Medici. “I send this draw- 
ing,” he wrote, "so dearly 
beloved by men that I feel as 
though I am losing one of my 
sons." 

Fifty years laier, the drawing 
was given to Michelangelo's 
relative. Michelangelo Buon- 
arroti the Younger, for display 
in the Florentine palace bought 
by the artist in his old age. It has 
remained there since, apart 
from a 25-year loan to the 
Uffizi. 

The Washington exhibition 
opening at the weekend will be 
an important showing of many 
of the artist's works. The Royal 
Library at Windsor has loaned 
10 drawings for the exhibition 
from the Queen's collection.

MADRID: Spain’s Prado, one 
of the world's largest art 
museums, is severely cramped 
for space — and a fabulous 
collection of paintings destined 
for Madrid has aggravated its 
problem. 

Spaniards were delighted 
when Baron Hans Heinrich 
Thyssen-Bornemisza chose to 
bring half of his extremely 
valuable private art collection 
to Madrid on a 1 0-year loan. 

But the collection is to be 
housed in the Villahermosa 
Palace, which Prado officials 
had set their hearts on to solve 
their space dilemma. The 
palace is just over the road from 
the Prado, and there are no 
other suitable buildings 
nearby. 

The Prado, which boasts a 
renowned collection of Flemish 
and Spanish masters including 
Rubens, Hieronymus Bosch, 
Velazquez, Goya and El Greco, 
has about 1,560 paintings in 
storage because it has no room 
to display them. 

“I fear the paintings in the 


Thyssen art collection puts 
a strain on Spain’s museums 


storeroom will be there for a 
long time,” Prado spokesman 
Damaso Santos said. 

The museum’s directors had 
spent the best part of this cen- 
tury trying to acquire the Villa- 
hermosa Palace following the 
death of its owner, the Duke of 
Villahermosa, Santos said. 

A spacious 18th-century 
building, it was bought by the 
state in the 1950s and would 
have been the ideal extension 
for the Prado. 

“We could have put all the 
paintings we wanted to there,” 
Santos said. 

But Baron Thyssen, a 67- 
year-old Swiss industrialist, put 
an end to their “dream" when 
he signed an agreement with the 
Spanish government in May to 
bring half of his private art 
collection — which includes 
19th and 20th cenlury works by 
Van Gogh, Cezanne. Picasso 


and Toulouse-Lautrec and 
paintings by old masters 
including Rubens and Tin- 
toretto — to Spain for 1 0 years. 

The collection, due to come 
to Spain sometime next sum- 
mer when work on the Villaher- 
mosa is finished, will turn 
Madrid into one of the 
foremost art centres in the 
world. 

Thyssen derided the Villa- 
hermosa was the ideal home for 
his paintings. He said when he 
signed the deal that the “mag- 
nificent palace” was a major 
factor in his derision to bring 
the collection to Spain. 

Ironically, part of its appeal 
was its proximity to the Prado 
and its two million visitors a 
year. 

Newspapers and politicians 
rejoiced at the deal, which 
ended more than a year of 
speculation as to where the

Nazi war crimes. 

On the other hand, she hasn't . 
been afraid to criticize Israeli 
efforts to force Soviet Jews to 
emigrate to Israel instead of the 
United States. 

Forcefully 

Most recently, she spoke 
forcefully when asked about 
the resignations of a handf ul of 
volunteers and a ranking 
George Bush adviser who were 
mentioned in allegations of 
anti-Jewish activities. One 
volunteer who resigned had 
praised a researcher who has 
denied the existence of the 
holocaust during World War 
II. 

“For anyone to -suggest the 
holocaust was a hoax is very 
painful." Mrs Dukakis said. 
“Six million Jews and millions 
of others lost their lives. ...one 
has to wonder why these people 
were attracted and recruited to 
the campaign of my husband's 
opponent." 

The prospect of being the 
nation's first Jewish first lady is 
not lost on Katharine Dickson 
Dukakis. 

She returned to Brookline 
recently from a trip to Rhode 
Island so she could spend the 
holiest of Jewfsh holidays, Yom 
Kippur, at home. She attended 
Temple Israel in Brookline 
before returning home for the 
traditional fast. 

She has been an active and 
aggressive campaigner for her 
husband and referred to her 
faith frequently during 
appearances before the 
primary in New York, where 
Jews are an important voting 
bloc. She traces her vigorous 
lobbying on behalf of refugees 
from around the world to the 
lessons of the holocaust. 

"I feel a great deal of pride in 
my ethnic and religious back- 
ground,” Mrs Dukakis, lean-

The Dukakis have said little 
about the criticism. Their chil- 
dren, John, bom during Mrs 
Dukakis' first marriage, and 
daughters Andrea and Kara, 
observe the holidays ofboth the 
Jewish and Greek orthodox 
faiths with their parents. 

But in other public 
statements, Mrs Dukakis has 
said she is “fiercely proud" of 
her faith and also has promised 
to host a passover seder in the 
White House if her husband is 
elected president.

VATICAN CITY, (AP): Pope 
John Paul II is so well travelled 
that people talk more about 
where he hasn't visited, rather 
than where he's already stop- 
ped. 

Since he set out for the 
Dominican Republic and Mex- 
ico three months after assum- 
ing the papacy 10 years ago, 
John Paul has made 39 foreign 
pilgrimages, reaching 72 coun- 
tries. 

Easily the most travelled 
pope in history, he has flown 
some 597,000 kilometres. 
That's like travelling from the 
earth to the moon, and more 
than halfway back. 

But if he has visited every 
continent except Antarctica, he 
has yet to visit a number of key 
spots. They include the Soviel 
Union, China, Cuba and the 
Holy Land. 

South Africa has also not 
been on the Pope's official itin- 
erary, though he stopped there 
briefly on his African tour in 
September when bad weather 
closed in theajrport in Lesotho. 
The Pope said the time wasn't 
ripe to visit South Africa, but 
that he wanted to make a 
regular visit there someday. 

Early in his pontificate, John 
Paul described himself as a 
messenger who would travel 
the world to see his flock. He 
has kept his word, far surpass- 
ing Pope Paul VI, the first jet- 
age pontiff, who became 
known as the “apostle on the 
move.” 

Paul made nine overseas 
trips between 1964 and 1970

Kuwait and 
Egypt to expand 
economic ties 

KUWAIT. Oct 15, (KUNA): 
Kuwait's Commerce and Indus- 
try Minister Faisal Abdul Raz- 
zaq Ai Khalid today said Kuwait 
and Egypt had agreed to recon- 
sider an agreement on the 
movement of capital and invest- 
ments, signed between the two 
countries in 1966 to cope with the 
economic developments. 

Al Khalid who returned here 
last night from Cairo told 
KUNA that the new agreement 
was meant to expand and 
encourage the volume of invest- 
ment between the two countries 
particularly for the private sec- 
tor. 

In this connection he said the 
Kuwaiti side had presented a 
draft agreement in order to 
encourage capital and invest- 
ment prior to the agreement. 

He said the two sides reviewed 
the trade protocol in 1964 and 
decided to extend it or sign a new 
agreement if the need arises. 

The minister said the two sides 
stressed the need to establish a 
permanent Egyptian trade centre 
in Kuwait. He said Kuwait had 
promised to provide the required 
assistance. 

Al Khalid said during his six- 
day visit to Cairo, he held talks 
with President Hosni Mubarak 
and other senior officials on 
economic affairs of mutual con- 
cern. 

Al Khalid was there for the 
third Islamic trade conference 
which was inaugurated by 
President Mubarak on Oct 10. 

President Mubarak who 
visited the Kuwaiti pavilion 
expressed his appreciation over 
Kuwait's industrial develop- 
ment.

THE shipping industry has been 
gathering momentum following 
the ceasefire in the eight-year-old 
Iran-1 raq war.

An internationally known 
shipping executive said last week 
that shipping is taking a turn for 
the better and the next decade 
will be an exceptionally remarka- 
ble one for the global shipping 
industry. He said the trend 
appears to be breaking new 
ground. 

Commitment 

Anthony R.C.B. Cooke, 
chairman of the leading British 
shipping line Cunard EUerman, 
has said: “We have an ongoing 
commitment to serve the 
Arabian Gulf. Cunard. Eller- 
man's association with the Gulf 
dates back to the beginning of 
this century, when its vessels first 
began to operate the region’s 
ports.” 

Cooke was in Kuwait on a 
two-day visit last week.

“Our container 
services cover all continents of 
the world and have earned a 
reputation for efficiency through 
the careful use of high tech- 
nology coupled with responsive 
customer service apd advanced 


documentation systems,” Cooke 
added. 

Cunard EUerman was formed 
last year following the purchase 
of Ellerman Lines by the Trafal- 
gar House Group and its merger 
with Cunard Cargo. He said the 
merger has brought together two 
firms which have a long associa- 
tion with the Middle East. This 
tradition has been strengthened 
by the new and greater resources 
of the combined organisation.

Since the turn of the century, 
the 'city' ships have been a 
familiar sight in ports through- 
out the Arabian Gulf.

Arab investors to discuss 
ways to expand markets 

KUWAIT, Oct 15, (Reuter): More than 600 Arab businessmen 
ami investors will discuss ways to expand fledgling Arab financial 
markets at a conference in Tunis next month, an official said. 

Maamoun Ibrahim Hassan, director-general of the Inter-Arab 
Investment Guarantee Corporation (1IGC), told Reuters today 
the fourth Arab businessmen's and investors’ conference from 
November 5-8 would also discuss co-operation between 
traditional and Islamic banks in financing development projects. 
The conference is jointly sponsored by IIGC, the Arab League 
and the Federation of Arab Chambers of Commerce. “There are 
now limited financial markets in the Arab world operating on 
their own. Hie idea is to open them up for inter- Arab investment,” 
Hassan said. This would include allowing cross-border invest- 
ment in Arab stock markets, he added. Hassan said the climate 
for inter-Arab investment had improved vastly since Arab busin- 
essmen last met in Kuwait in 1986 because of a ceasefire in the 
eight-year-old Iran-Iraq war and general international political 
detente. “The cost of the war has been great, and its end might 
release a lot of resources for investment,” Hassan said. “Iraq 
itself has great absorptive capacity for investment.” Saudi 
Arabian Finance Minister Mohammed Ali Abal-Khail is to be a 
guest speaker. Participants are also to discuss legal, financial and 
political obstacles to inter-Arab investment. Past .such conferen- 
ces agreed to set up the Bahrain-based Arab Agricultural Invest- 
ment Company and the Morocco-based Arab Fisheries Invest- 
ment Company. 

Japan’s trade surplus rises 4.3pc 

TOKYO, Oct 15, (aP): Falling oil prices helped boost Japan's 
trade surplus to $7.7 billion in September, an increase of 4 3 per 
cent from the previous year and a whopping 56.9 per cent from (he 
previous month, die Finance Ministry announced yesterday. Bnt 
Japan’s trade surplus with the United States declined falling to 
$4.6 billion from $4.9 billion a year earlier, it said. Japan's 
exports during September rose 1 3.6 per cent from a year earlier to 
$23.1 billion, while imports increased 18.9 per cent to $153 
billion, the ministry said. In August, Japan’s trade surplus 
registered $4.9 billion, while in September 1987 it was $7.4 
billion. After declining for 15 months from year-earlier levels, the 
country’s trade surplus reversed direction in July, causing con- 
cern among officials that a resurge in the imbalance could result in 
increased trade friction. But ministry officials said it was too 
early to determine whether the increases would continue. “We 
think it's going to go up and down for a while," said a ministry 
official, who spoke on condition of anonymity. The officials said 
the value of imports had been held down by declining world oil 
prices. Crude imports fell 29.9 percent In value in September from 
a year earlier to $13 billion, the ministry said. In the past several 
months, the US dollar has been stable against the yen, reportedly 
helping to drive up Japanese exports. But this week, the yen began 
rising rapidly, potentially making Japanese products more 
expensive and therefore less competitive overseas. If oil prices 
remain low, the officials said, imports Likely will stay down, 
resulting in larger trade surpluses. “But if the yen goes up against 
the dollar, that would curb exports and increase imports,” one 
official said. “So a lot depends on bow those things wiD change in 
the future.*’ Manufactured goods accounted for 513 per cent of 
all imports daring tire month, surpassing 50 per cent for the first 
time mid reflecting the decrease in oil imports, the ministry said.

Otaiba stresses need for non-OPEC co-operation 


Sheikh Ali, Nazer discuss weak oil

RIYADH, Ocl 15. (Agencies): 
Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Hisham Nazer discussed weak 
world oil prices with his Kuwaiti 
counterpart Sheikh Ali A1 
Khalifa ahead of a meeting of 
Gulf Arab oil ministers. 

The official Saudi Press 
Agency said the two ministers 
meL on Friday night after Sheikh 
Ali arrived in Riyadh for a brief 
visit on his way from Tunis. 

Oil ministers of the six-mem- 
ber Gulf Co-operation Council 
(GCC) are due to meet in the 
Saudi capital tomorrow to co- 
ordinate policies before a joint 
meeting of OPEC’s price and 
strategy committees in Madrid 
on Thursday. 

The GCC groups OPEC mem- 
bers Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, 
Qatar and the United Arab 
Emirates with non-Opec Gulf 
producers, Bahrain and Oman. 

Jumped 

Crude prices jumped 45 to 55 
cents on Friday after Iran's 
military leader Ali Akbar 
Hashemi Rafsanjani said he 
favoured co-operation within 
OPEC with Gulf Arab states. 

“If we quarrel, the situation 


will remain as it is now. Why 
should oil sell at S 10 or 1 IT' he 
said in Teh ran. 

OPEC’s official benchmark- 
price is $18 a barrel but prices 
have fallen sharply during the 
past few weeks on reports of 
overproduction by several mem- 
bers of the organisation. 

However, prices this week 
gained more than $1.50 a barrel 
amid signs OPEC might begin to 
mop up the present glut. 

Unconfirmed rumours in 
American futures markets that 
OPEC secretary-general Sub- 
roto would soon call for produc- 
tion cuts have also helped reverse 
the bearish trend. 

Meanwhile, the oil minister of 
the United Arab Emirates issued 
a brief statement today stressing 
that oil producers outside OPEC 
should co-operate with the 
organisation. 

Importance 

Minister Man a Saeed Otaiba. 
in a statement carried by the 
official government news 
agency, WAM, said he “affirmed 
the importance of co-operation 
between OPEC and non-OPEC 
at this stage in particular.” 


Headded that "such co-opera- 
tion will have positive effects in 
bolstering the price of oil and 
achieving stability of the world 
oil market.” 

WAM’s report said Otaiba’s 
statement followed a meeting 
with Norway's ambassador 
about current oil-market condi- 
tions and the issues of co-opera- 
tion. Norway in the past has 
taken limited steps to co-operate 
with the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
in bolstering world oil prices. 

Efforts 

The news agency’s report did 
not say whether any specific co- 
operation efforts were discussed. 
Oil prices have recovered slightly 
after dropping to around $10 a 
barrel earlier this month. 

Otaiba's statement came on 
the eve of the meeting with his 
counterparts in the Saudi 
Arabia. Kuwait, Qatar, Bahrain 
and O man to line up a common 
strategy on the oil situation 
ahead of OPEC meetings. 

Omani Oil Minister Saeed A1 
Shanfari, in statements publi- 
shed in Muscat today, affirmed 
Lhat his country “has played and 


is still playing a role” in co- 
operating with OPEC in defence 
of the $ 1 8 per barrel oil price that 
OPEC seeks. 

Shanfari told the newspaper 
Oman that the oil price issue was 
“the issue of the hour for oil 
producers whether they be inside 
or outside OPEC.” Like Otaiba, 
hestressed the need for co-opera- 
tion between the two sides. 

Shanfari also referred to “dis- 
appearance of a number of 
political problems and hurdles 
that always used to threaten 
OPEC,” saying that this 
represents an important factor in 
regaining stability on the world 
oil marks L 

He was referring to the UN- 
sponsored ceasefire and peace 
talks in the 8-year Iraq-Iran war. 
Both Iraq and Iran are members 
of the organisation and both 
ignored OPEGs production 
quotas and pricing policy in 
using their oil to finanoe their war 
effort.

Market bulls emphasise contrasts with ’87 


NEW YORK, Ocl 15, (AP): To 
ward off fearsome memories on 
the anniversary of Black Mon- 
day, the watchword among Wall 
Street's optimists is “things are 
different now.*' 

Many followers of the stock 
market have been heartened in 
the past few months lo see the 
chart of the Dow Jones i ndustrial 
average diverge from the path it 
followed in 1929-30. 

For many months, there was 
an eerie parallel in market fluc- 
tuations during the two periods. 
But recently the i988 line has 
turned up where the 1930 one 


headed down. 

“The main reason is that the 
most recent crash was not rooted 
in the kind ofeconomic problems 
that existed in 1928 and 1929,” 
maintains Greg Smith at Pruden- 
lial-Bache Securities.

The opi : inists also argue that 
much b j changed in the past 
year ,o allay fears of a repeat of 
the crash of 1987. 

“The fundamental underpin- 
nings of the market are vasdy 
changed, and for the better," 
says Norman Fosback in the 
investment advisory letter 


Market Logic. 

“A year ago, a fundamentally 
overvalued market was confron- 
ted with a sudden and rather 
severe tightening of monetary 
policy,” he observed. "The 
result was disaster. 

“This October, the market has 
already discounted a tight money 
policy.” 

Fosback also stresses that 
stock prices, by several longstan- 
ding measures, aren’t at the dan- 
gerously high levels they reached 
in 1987! 

Dividend yields on the stocks 
lhat make up the major market 


averages got as low as 2. 5 per cent 
at the peak of the bull market last 
■year. 

“Never before in the history of 
the US stock market had blue- 
chip stocks offered such low 
dividend returns,” he says.

KD deposit rates ease 
as dollar plunges 


KUWAIT. Oct 15, (Reuter): 
Kuwaiti dinar deposit rates 
eased today, maintainingaweek- 
| long trend caused by the sharp 
fall of the dollar on international 
exchange markets. 

The Central Bank's exchange 
rale for the dollar plunged to 
0.28142/52 dinars from Thurs- 
day’s 0.28438/48, while commer- 
cial banks quoted spot rates of 
around 028147/51. 

The dollar's fall has 
encouraged banks to sell the US 
currency, boosting dinar 
liquidity. Dealers expect even 
lower rates later in the week as 
month-end government salaries 
entered the system. 

Trading was quiet with over- 
night and tomorrow-next deals 
at one percent. 

The fixed periods eased 
around 1/4 point to 5-7/8, 1/2 per 
cent for the one-month, 6r1/8, 5- 
7/8 per cent for the two-month, 
6-1/4, six per cent for the three- 
month and 6-1/2, six per cent for 
the six-month. Three-month 
business was reported at 6-1/4 
percent. 

Quiet 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal 
deposits were steady today in a 
very quiet and liquid market, 
typical during the European 
weekend when many major off- 


shore players are absent. 

Dealers reported virtually no 
activity but predicted rates might 
ease slightly later in response to a 
softer tone to dollar interest 
rates, often closely tracked by 
riyal deposits. 

Spot-next and one-week funds 
were marked one point down 
from Thursday’s levds, at 8-1/2. 
eight per cent. Gulf banks are 
shut during the Muslim Friday 
weekend. 

Fixed period rates were 
indicated unchanged with one- 
month put at 8-11/16, 1/2 per 
cent, three-month at £-7/8, 3/4 
per cent and six-month at 8-15/ 
16, 13/16 per cent. One-year was 
also steady at 9-1/8, nine per

Jordan devalues currency 


AMMAN, Oct 15, (Reuter): Jor- 
dan’s Central Bank aligned its 
exchange rates for the dinar 
broadly with the free market 
today, chopping 10 per cent off 
the dinar's value against the 
dollar. 

The Central Bank said in a 
statement its action was designed 
to unify foreign exchange rates 
and promised to intervene when- 
ever necessary to stabilise prices. 

It posted a new rate of 420 fils 
to the dollar, compared with 378 
fils on Thursday. There are 1 ,000 
fils to the dinar. Markets are 
closed on Friday, the Muslim 
holiday. 

Moneychangers quoted rates 
valuing the dinar about five per 
cent lower than the official rate, 
which they need not foDow. On 
Thursday, there was a gap of 
about 11 percent. 

Banking sources said the Cen- 
tral Bank, in consultation with 
leading commercial banks, 
would set daily rates binding on 
the banks based on an assess- 


ment of the market. 

“This is a managed flotation," 
economist Fahd Al Fariek told 
Reuters. 

“It also implies that banks 
must now depend on their own 
sources for foreign exchange 
needed by the private sector.” 

TheCenlrai Bank said Jordan- 
ian exporters would be able to 
retain half their foreign exchange 
earnings for up to six months to 
finance imports of raw materials 
and capital goods. 

Goods imported into free 
zones may now be paid for in 
foreign currency bank notes, the 
bank said. 

Deposits 

People could .also deposit 
foreign banknotes in foreign 
currency accounts , if these were 
six-month time deposits. Funds 
withdrawn before the term 
would bave to be changed into 
dinar?. 

Fanek doubted the measures ■ 
would bring short-term relief to 
the dinar, which has lost 22 per 


cent ofits value against the dollar 
this year. 

“They came too late. They 
should have been taken two years 
ago. when they would have had a 
real effect” 

He said in the longer term the 
changes would encourage a 
structural adjustment in Jor- 
dan’s external trade, boosting 
exports and reducing imports. 
Priorities 

“Incentives and priorities will 
change in the right direction. 
Exporters will get priority for 
foreign exchange.” 

Jordan’s foreign reserves, 
which plunged to a record low of 
$18.7 million in June, recovered 
to $67.7 million in August, accor- 
ding to International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) figures. They stood 
at $3 12.2 million in August 1987. 

The IMF figures exclude Jor- 
dan's one million ounces of gold 
Its reserves position and money 
owed by trade partners, all of 
which are included in Central 
Bank figures. 


South Yemen 
starts work on 
oil pipeline 

ADEN, Oct 15 . (Reuter): South 
Yemen inaugurated construc- 
tion work on Thursday on 220- 
km (140-mile) pipelines running 
from its oil region of Shabwa to 
the Gulf of Aden, the Aden News 
Agency reported. 

It said the pipelines would cost 
45 million Yemeni dinars (SI 35 
million), but did not say who was 
building them or how Aden was 
financing the project. 

Three pumping plants, capa- 
ble of sending 30,000 barrels of 
oil per day (BPD) to the coast, 
will be built. 

The agency quoted Ali Salim 

Al Baidh, sccrctarv- general of 

the ruling Socialist Party (PSP), 
as saying capacity would Ins 
increased to 120.000 BPD when 
four more oil wells started 
production in 1991-92. 

South Yemen, one of the 
poorest Arab countries, joined 
the ran ks of oil-producing states 
after oil was discovered in com- 
mercial quantities last year.

BAGUIO CITY: The summer 
capital does not only account for 
50 per cent of the total crimes 
committed in Region I:it also has 
"killing fields" of its own. 

There are two identified fields, 
the Marcos Highway and 
Naguilian Road. Both are con- 
nected with La Union province 
to the south and are isolated with 

• practically no traffic in the even- 
ings. 

At least 14 victims have been 
- recovered since January this year 
bv policemen of municipalities 
traversed by the two highways. 

The 1 5th victim was identified 
as Nancy Gemale whose man- 
gled body was found last Sept 15 
in a 300-feet ravine below the 
tourism view deck along the 
Marcos Road. 

Gemale was a former 
secretary of The Gold Ore, a 
local weekly. Her death was dub- 
bed by police probers as 
"suicide". The local weekly, 
however, doubts the police 
heory and is pressing for further 
investigation by the Commission 
on Human Rights (CHR) 
recional office here. 

Most of the other recovered 
bodies have tattoos, prompting 
investigators to conclude they 
were salvage victims. Only a few 
have been identified. 

The CHR office is facing a 

blank wall as to ihc perpetuaiors 
because no wiinesses have come 

forward to volunteer any tes- 
timony.

Crooks getting away with murder 


Statistics reveal low batting 
average for cops against crooks 
in the Metropolitan Manila area. 



MANILA: Murder will always 
out, so goes the saying but in 
Metro Manila the perpetrator 
stands good chances of evading 
the law. 

Statistics and solution in the 
metropolitan area show the city 
police can only be expected to 
solve one out of every three mur- 
der cases and bump against the 
proverbial blank wall on the two 
■others. 

The figures substantiating 
such a reality in the metropolis* 
peace and order situation come 
from the National Police Com- 
mission (Napolcom) which 
reports that of the 764 murders 
committed in 1986, police were 
only able to solve 299 of the cases 
with the remaining 465 added to 
the growing file of unsolved mur- 
ders. 

* Average 

Low batting average of the 
police in the four cities and 13 
municipalities which make up 
the Metropolitan Manila area in 
solution of murder cases under- 
scores a perennial complaint of 
the law enforcement authorities 
— lack of competent manpower 
and dearth of crime-fighting 
equipment. 

Action to redress such a police 
complaint is now possible since 
the jurisdiction over supervision 
of aty and municipal police for- 
ces has been returned to the 
mayors. 

Authority of the mayors over 
the local police was taken away 
during the dictatorship years 
when the police forces were 
integrated into the Philippine 
Constabulary and became one 
more arm in repressing the peo- 
ple. 

Criminal offenses committed 
in Metro Manila in 1986 (those 
of 1987 are still being compiled) 
totalled 2 1 ,9 1 4 and that 1 4,233 of 
such cases were index crimes, 
according to Napolcom'. 

Index c rimes are defined as 
those offenses which are commit- 
ted with sufficient frequency and 
regularity. Such crimes are mur- 
der. homicide, rape, physical 
injury, robbery and theft 


The index crime rate for Metro 
Manila in 1 986 was 199 per every 
1,000 population while based on 
volume (all crimes) such a rate 
was 301 , Napolcom points out. 

The 1986 index crane volume 
of 14,283 breaks down into 5, 1 10 
robbery cases. 4,927 theft cases. 


1,808 homicide, 1.502 physical 
injury cases, 764 murders, and 
172 cases of rape. 

Crime rates for robbery arid 
theft cases are highest at 71 and 
69, respectively, per 1,000 
population with Napolcom 
pointing out that such rates per- 


tain only to those duly reported 
to the police. The explanation is 
due to the fact that a good num- 
ber of robbery and theft victims 
do not bother to complain to the 
police on the belief that it is an 
exercise in futility. 

Turning to police performan- 
ces in solving index crimes, 
Napolcom notes that of the total 
1 4,282 cases, the policedeared or 
solved 9,158 of them for an 
overall 64.1 per cent score in 
crime solution. 

Sectoralised into four districts 
(Western, Eastern, Southern), 
the Metro Manila police scored 
highest in the solution of repor- 
ted rape cases arresting 91.3 per 
cent of the culprits in 157 of the 
172 incidents, according to 
Napolcom. 

Solution of he physical injury 
cases was a satisfactory 79.3 per 
(sent or 1,191 outofatotal 1,502 
while on theft cases, the solution 
percentage was 69 per cent or 
3,401 outofthe4, 92v committed. 

It is in (he murder cases where 
police performance was poor, 
solving only 34.1 percent or just 
a third of the764 total cases while 
on homicide cases it is 60.6 per 
cent, Napolcom observes. 

Of the total 21,914 index and 
non-index crimes logged in the 
Metro Manila police blotter in 
1986, Napolcom reports that 
65.32 per cent were cleared or 
solved. 

Quezon City emerges on the 
Napolcom list as the most crime- 
ridden area of the metropolis 
with 6,840 recorded criminal 
offenses followed by Manila' 
proper with a count of 5.607. 
Pasay City is at third yith 5,607 
and Makati at fourth with 1 .278 
while Caloocan City occupies 
fifth with 1,199. 

Lumping the index and non- 
index crimes, Napolcom com- 
putes a crime rate of 301 per 
1,000 population in Metro Man- 
ila in 1986. The highest rate at 
1 62 were crime against property; 
57 for crimes against persons; 50 
for crimes against moral and 
public order; 1 9 for other crimes; 
and three for crimes against chas- 
*tity.

Proposal to recall 
‘excess envoys’

THE Department of Foreign 
Affairs (DFA) has proposed to 
recall all excess envoys to fores- 
tall charges of overstaffing of 
Philippine embassies and con- 
sulate offices. 

The consensus was reached 
during a meeting of DFA assis- 
tant secretaries and director gen- 
erals. Acting Foreign AfTairs 
Secretary Manuel _T. Yan 
presided over the meeting. 

Subject to the final approval of 
Foreign AfTairs Secretary Raul 
Manglapus the move was inten- 
ded to implement the DFA reor- 
ganization programme, save 
millions of dollars in foreign 
service expenses, and preempt 
further criticisms from the public 
and official sectors.

MOST Filipino school children 
who are engaged in buying and 
selling on the streets are good in 
mathematics. 

This was disclosed by a 
research study conducted by Dr 
Pilar Centina of the University of 
the Philippines, College of 
Education recently. 

Centina describes a typical 
Filipino street child as being 14 
years old with an average num- 
ber of years schooling as five 
years and average number of 
years selling experience as four 
years. 

He has a fair grasp to higher 
level of ordering and concepts of 
ordinal numbers, can count fast 
up to 1 00 and has additional abs- 
tract concepts of whole and 
decimal numbers. 

He also sees variance of num- 


press for foreign service posts 
which are overstaffed with chiefs 
of mission and deputy chiefs of 
missions.

He 
can solve on the spot problems 
involving selling through heuris- 
tic methods (observation and 
mastery) with speed. 

Centina notes that the street 
child working on the streets 


consular functions, which can be 
adequately atiended to by 
foreign service officers.

Centina emphasises the 
importance of giving the street 
children the chance to have 
proper training so that their 
numerical skills could be 
developed further and they can 
apply tnis in earning their living. 

u There is a need to integrate 
numeracy with literacy and 
livelihood. The children must be 
trained to transcend selling or 
hawking in the streets to more 
profitable and less dangerous 
occupations," Centina emphas- 
ised. 


200,000 
migrant 
workers 
to be sent 
home 

SOME 200,000 Filipinos, most 
of them migrant workers who 
have entered Sabah illegally, 
will be sent home, a Depart- 
ment of Foreign AfTairs (DFA) 
official revealed last week. 

The DFA is sending a 15- 
man team to Kola Kinabalu, 
Malaysia to help process the 
travel papers of the Filipinos, 
said the official who spoke on 
condition ofanonymity. 

Foreign Affairs Under- 
secretary Manue’ Yan’s office, 
which bad been preparing the 
team’s mission to Malaysia, is 
wailing for Secretary Raul 
Manglapus to give the team the 
go-signal. 

The workers will stay for 
about six months in Kota Kin- 
abalu because of the big num- 
ber of Filipinos to be 
repatriated, the DFA man said. 

Some 500.000 Filipinos are 
now in different parts of Sabah. 
Some of them entered legally 
and are working in logging 
projecis. 

Earlier, Philippine Ambas- 
sador to Kuala Lumpur Pablo 
Suarez said the Malaysian 
government will start requiring 
foreigners in Sabah to secure 
ID cards or work permits to 
flush out illegal entrants. 

Suarez said those who will be 
found to have entered Sabah 
illegally and without regular 
jobs will be sent home. 


Street children good in maths 


Ignored inventor gains 
international recognition

REMEMBER Alberto A. Fi- 
gueroa who invented a stove- 
burner that will reduce our oil 
consumption by 40 per cent and 
prevent further denudation of 
our forests? 

For over six years, the poor 
guy has been knocking on .the 
doors of government agencies 
like the Department of Science 
and Technology and the Depart- 
ment of Environment and 
Nature Resources for funding. 
But it seems that his cry for help 
has fallen on deaf ears. 

The obvious conclusion is that 
the merits of his invention will 
have to be first recognised 
abroad beforehe can get any help 
from his government. . 

Last Sept 5, he received a letter 
from the Asian and Pacific Cen- 
tre for Transfer of Technology 
inviting him to attend the work- 
shop-cummission on new and 
renewable sources of energy 
(NRSE) which will be held on 
Oct 19-28 in Beijing, China. 

Hosted by the People’s 
Republic of China State Science 
ana Technology Commission, 
the workshop seeks to exchange 
experience relating to the utilisa- 
tion of the NRSE, promote

utilization of selected commer- 
cially proven or viable NRSE 
technologies: facilitate tech- 
nology transfer among small and 
medium enterprises and streng- 
then regional technical co-opera- 
tion in the field. 

His job-like patience for the 
past six years during which he 
established an energy resource 
conservation system through his 
invention has won for him inter- 
national recognition. 

It is indeed lamentable that in 
his own country, he has not got- 
ten any token of co-operation 
from the government agencies he 
had approached for help. As a 
newspaper columnist put it, 
"nothing has been done to 
implement the Figueroa system 
which seems buried in the 
bureaucratic bowels of the 
DENR.’’ 

Technology 

The technology that Figueroa 
is offering is an appropriate 
decentralised method of small- 
scale power generation which is 
patented in the Philippines, the 
US and other countries; and 
which has won for him the 1984 
Presidential Merit Medal and 
Diploma for invention, the com- 
mendation of the World Bank 
and other significant domestic 
and international citations.

Language ‘confusion’ clarified

EDUCATION Secretary Lour- 
des R. Quisumbing denied recent 
reports that the Department of 
Education, Culture and Sports 
(DECS) has mandated the use of 
Filipino (no longer “Pilipino”) 
as a medium of instruction in all 
subject - areas — except in'math- 
ematics and science — in both 
high school and college. 

Quisumbing, said the reports 
were misleading and baseless. 

The education department 
never came out with any order or 
instruction imposing the use of 
Filipino in. the classrooms, 
Quisumbingsaid. 

Confusion 

She traced the language con- 
fusion in school to the issuance 
late last month by President 
Aquino of Executive Order ( EO) 
No. 355 “enjoining all depart- 
ments and agencies of the gover- 
nment to take such steps as are 
necessary for the purpose of 
using the Filipino language in 
official transactions, commun- 
ications, and correspondence.” 

Quisumbing stressed that, 
through DECS Order No. 84 
dated Sept 9. she merely endor- 
sed the EO to all field school 
officials and heads of public and 
private high schools and 
colleges, advising them to bring 
the presidential order to the 
attention of all concerned for 
their information and guidance. 


Quisumbing explained that 
the DECS is still enforcing its 
1987 policy on bilingual educa- 
tion in the elementary, secon- 
dary. and tertiary levels. 

She defined operationally 
bilingual education as the 
separate use of Filipino and 
English as mediums of instruc- 
tion in specific subjects. 

According to Quisumbing, the 
subjects taught in English in both 
elementary and high school are 
mathematics, science, commun- 
ication arts (English), and values 
education. 

Those taught in Filipino, she 
said, are social studies (araling 
panlipunan). communication 
arts (Filipino), physical educa- 
tion, music, and arts. 

Values education may also be 
taught in Filipino, especially in 
Tagalog-speaking areas. Qui- 
sumbing added. 

Skills 

She said that the aspiration of 
the Filipino nation is to have its 
citizens possess skills in the 
Filipino language to enable them 
to perform their functions and 
duties as Filipino people and in 
English in order for them to meet 
the needs of the country in the 
community of nations. 

Quisumbing said there is no 
definite language policy in ter- 
tiary education there being 
academic freedom in colleges 
and universities.

War zone bonus 
suspended in Gulf 


THE Philippine . Overseas 
Employment Administration 
(POEA) chief Tomas Achacoso 
announced that the payment of 
the war zone bonus to Filipino 
seamen sailing and operating 
within the Arabian Gull has been 
suspended. 

The order was made after a 
recommendation to stop 
payment was made by the POEA 
tripartite technical working 
group which noted that the war 
between Iran and Iraq had stop- 
ped since Aug 20, 1988. 

The lifting of the 100 per cent 
premium pay for Filipino 
seamen covers the Persian Gulf 
area expect those away from the 
rivers Shalt Al Arab and Khor 
Musa. 

Meanwhile, POEA deputy 
administrator Cresencio Sid- 
dayao appealed to the pressand 
the broadcast media to publicise 
only job vacancies for abroad 
which are duly approved by 
POEA to avoid illegal recruit-

ment. 

He said any form of adver- 
tisement submitted to (he media 
should be approved and signed 
by the licensing arid regulation' 
office, employment regulation 
branch or the employment 
services regulation division of 
the POEA. 

Advertisements for actual job 
vacancies by licensed agencies 
and entities for their accredited 
foreign principals would be ali- 
owed only upon submission of 
the certified true copy of the 
approved job order. _ 

Siddayao also said that the 
advertisement should indicate 
that the announcement is for 
manpower pooling only, and 
that no fee would be collected 
from the applicant. 

Media releases on recruiters' 
negotiations with foreign prin- 
cipals involving overseas job 
openings would also be subject to 
POEA monitoring and regula- 
tion. Siddayao said.

.“They should be on hand to 
efficiently and effectively man- 
age their respective offices and be 
available to respond 
immediately and decisively to 
matters that require their atten- 
tion,’’ the President stressed. 

In issuing Executive Order 
No. 339, Aquino also said that 
the curbing of unnecessary 
travels abroad is also in line with 
the government policy of res- 
traint in the utilisation of its 
resources or public funds. 

Expenditure 

She pointed out that expen- 
diture for official travel abroad is 
an expense item that can be min- 
imised at a time when the 
government is promoting aus- 
terity and wise spending of public 
funds. 

The President said that hence- 
forth, official travels will be 
screened by Malacanang. 

Proposed official travel 
abroad by officials concerned 
mustbe su bmi l ted t o i he Office of 
the President for evaluation and 
decision at least 10 days before 
the scheduled departure, she 
said.

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Tyson files 
divorce suit 
of his own 

NEW YORK, Oct 15, (Reuter): 
Heavyweight champion Mike 
Tyson made a stinging counter- 
attack yesterday m the battle 
with his wife Robin Givens by 
filing a divorce suit of his own 
charging he was tricked into 
marriage by a faked pregnancy. 

The suit filed by Tyson in 
superior court in Trenton, New 
Jersey, followed Givens' divorce 
suit brought on October 7 in 
California, where divorce laws 
could yield an even split of bis 
estimated 550 million fortune. 

Since then Givens, who was 
granted court-ordered protec- 
tion from Tyson, has called for a 
reconciliation in the eight- 
month-old marriage. 

But Tyson. 22, lashed back 
yesterday with a four-point legal 
attack on Givens that also asked 
the court to annul the marriage. 

The suit said Givens had made 
fraudulent and deceitful mis- 
representations to Tyson on 
areas including: her true affec- 
tions and feelings, her financial 
intentions, her “purported” pre- 
marital pregnancy, and her long- 
term commitment to the 
marriage. 

Givens, in a nationally telev- 
ised interview conducted yester- 
day morning and aired last night,' 
addressed some of the issues 
raised by Tyson. 

Asked about reports that she 
told Tyson she was pregnant in 
order to get him to marry her, 
Givens replied: “That -is com- 
pletely against my nature, 
against my personality. I'm 
extremely independent, I have a 
career of my own. 

Unsure 

“If anything, if anyone was 
pressuring anyone to get 
married. Michael was pressuring 
me.” 

Givens, tears streaming down 
her face, said she still loved 
Tyson but was unsure whether 
they could get back together. 
"I’m a fighter. That’s my nature. 
That’s my instinct, to fight. But 
I 'm not going to fight by myself." 
Tyson also charged that man- 
ulation by Givens and her 
amily had adversely affected his 
career and asked the court to 
force her to compensate him for 
any economic losses caused by 
her conduct. 

The suit claimed Givens' 
"extreme cruelt y,” inclu ded a 
cumpaigif“!o publicly humltale' 
i nv i n »w 

hood and dignity, and destroy his 
credibility as a public figure.” 

The troubled champion, who 
has admitted to being diagnosed 
as suffering from manic-depres- 
sion. has been involved in a spate 
of controversy in recent months. 

Lust summer he broke his right 
hand ina Harlem street fight, and 
drove a car into a tree in upstate 
New York in what some said was 
a frustrated suicide attempt 
fuelled by his stormy relation- 
ship with Givens.

Despite the last-minute withdr-

colm Marshall, the West Indies 
are favourites to win the 1988 
Sharjah Champions Cricket 
Trophy contest which opens 
tomorrow. 

India and Pakistan are the two 
other countries vying for prizes 
totalling 570,000. 

Led by master batsman Viv 
Richards, the West Indians have 
named a top line-up, with the 
exception of Marshall who failed 
to arrive with the squad yester- 
day. 

Option 

• “Marshall needed a break 
from the game after a taxing and 
hard season. We have no option 
but to accept his decision. We 
have an able deputy in young lan 
Bishop,” said team manager 
Clive Lloyd. 

World Cup winners in 1975 
and 1 979, the West Indies should 
prevail over the Pakistan team, 
minus skipper Imran Khan, and 
India, led by Dilip Vengsarkar. 


The West Indians have been to 
Shaijah twice before and on both 
occasions easily beat India and 
Pakistan to win the champions 
trophy. 

They are the only country not 
to lose a match in the United 
Arab Emirates since top-level 
cricket was introduced in the 
UAEin 1983. 

India is banking on its strong 
batting and top-class spinners to 
topple the West Indies and Pakis- 
tan. 

“Ours is the strongest batting 
side in the world. We have high- 
class spinners and this could turn 
Lhe tide in our favour,” said Ven- 
gsarkar, back after serving a six-

50,000 watch Paralympics opening 


SEOUL, Oct 15, (Reuter): The 
1988 Seoul Paralympic Gaines 
opened today in a joyful, often 
poignant ceremony that brought 
tears to spectators eyes and 
smiles to the faces of more than- 
3,000 disabled competitors from 
60 countries. 

About 50,000 people crowded 
into Seoul's Olympic stadium to 
watch the festivities, which 
closely followed the programme 
for last month's Olympic open- 
ing. 

Swept 

Parachutists in blue, red, 
black, yellow and green — the 
colours of the Paralympic 
emblem — swept down into the 
main stadium after children in 
wheelchairs and a drum proces- 
sion paraded over the field. 

Running with the help of a 
crutch, a one-legged athlete with 
the South Korean Paralympic 
volleyball team brought the 
flame into the stadium to cheers. 

He handed the torch to a 19- 


Scotland’s 
Cupsquad hit 
by injuries 


GLASGOW, Oct 15, (Reuter): 
Manager Andy Roxburgh's 
World Cup soccer plans were 
thrown into confusion when 
Scotland's injury jinx struck 
again with a vengeance. 

Despite the supposed 
insuranoeof a blank weekend for 
the international players in 
Scotland and England, Rox- 
burgh was hit by problems affect- 
ing three key men for Wednes- 
day's qualifier against 
Yugoslavia. 

Brian McCIair, Kevin Galla- 
cherand Richard Gough were all 
forced to sit out a training session 
today and Roxburgh shrugged: 
“I’m afraid this is just part of the 
job." 

This comes on top the double 
blow oflast weekend when Rox- 
burgh learned Lhai gifted Ran- 
gers midfielder Ian Durrant will 
be out for the rest or the season 
and Gary Gillespie of Liverpool 
has been eliminated from his 
plans for at least a couple of 
months. 

Now the latest injuries to 
McCIair, Gailacher and Gough 
mean that the heart of Roxbur- 
gh's winning side in World Cup 
qualifier against Norway last 
month has been effectively rip- 
ped out. 

Aggravated 

McCIair, who hit a hattrick in 
Manchester United's 5-0 League 
Cup win over Rotherham on 
Wednesday, hurt his back in that 
match while Gailacher 
aggravated a groin injury in 
Dundee United's League defeat 
by Celtic. 

Gough, who missed the 2-1 
victory in Oslo because of injury, 
has a hamstring complaint and 
Roxburgh added: "We will just 
have to wait and see how they are 
after the weekend. Durrant and 
Gillespie's absences are an 
incredible blow — now this hap- 
pens. 

"I have long since stopped 
believing in a perfect world but 
there is no point in getting 
upset." 

Additional worries for Rox- 
burgh are the fitness of David 
Speedie and striker Mo John- 
ston. Speedie was playing for 
Coventry against MillwaU in one 
of the few surviving English First 
Division fixtures while Johnson 
turned out for Nantes against 
Bordeaux in the French League.

Bromann-Jcnsen. 

‘The goal, you as athletes 
should try to reach for in the 
Games is not to accomplish the 
Olympic slogan of ‘Faster, 
Higher and Farther’ but to show 
the world your real selves as 
courageous challengers, glorious 
conquerors and impartial par- 
ticipants," said Koh. 

Bromann-Jensen, himself 
blind since the age of 10, praised 
the Seoul organisers for putting 
on what he railed "in every res- 
pect the most comprehensive 
Olympics for the disabled ever 
held.”

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Oct 15, 
(Reuter): American Corey Pavin 
continued to perform at his 
brilliant best yesterday to surge 
into a three-stroke lead after 36 
holes of the $600,000 Texas Open 
golf tournament. 

Pavin fired a seven-under-par 
63 to come within a stroke of 
equalling the all-time PGA Tour 
record for the lowest first 36 
holes. He had opened with a 64 at 
die par-70 Oak Hills Country 


Club course and now stands at 
13-under-par 127. 

"If I can keep lowering my 
score by one stroke each day. I 
think I can win,” he said. 

American Tommy Boll set the 
PGA’s record score for an open- 
ing 36 holes in the 1954 Virginia 
Beach Open when he posted 
rounds of 64 and 62 for 1 26. 

Mike Sullivan was the open- 
ing-round leader after a 63. He 
added a 67 yesterday to stand 


alone in second at 10- under 130. 
His fellow American Tom Kite 
birdied his last three holes to 
draw level with countrymen Jay 
Haas and Tom Pemice at 131. 

Pavin started his round of the 
par-5 1 0th hole, which he promp- 
tly eagled with a drive, a four- 
wood shot and a putt of 12 feet. 
He also birdied the 1 5th (his sixth 
hole) by holing a bunker shot and 
then birdied four more on the 
front side For his 63.

Traces of a banned stimulant 
found in Briton Linford Christie 
after the Olympic 100 metres 
final saved him from being dis- 
qualified when the substance was 
discovered after the 200 metres, 
the International Olympic Com- 
mitte’s (IOC) top medical officer 
said yesterday. 

Prince Alexandre de Merode, 
chair man of the IOC medical 
commission, said Christie’s 100 
metres second sample was tested 
in Seoul after the 200 metres sam- 
ple had been found (o contain the 
banned stimulant pseudoe- 
phedrine. 

The laboratory had initially 
considered the pseudoephedrine 
level in the 100 metres first sam- 


ple too low to merit a report to 
the medical commission, but the 


the medical commission, but the 
discovery of traces of the banned 
substance in the second sample 
became crucial when it was 
found in Christie after the 200 
metres final. 

Christie was promoted to the 
silver medal in the 100 metres 
after Canadian winner Ben John- 
son was disqualified for taking 
steroids. The Briton later fini- 
shed fourth in the 200 metres 
final. 

“Had we not found any traces 
of pseudoephedrine in the 100 
metres sample, then Christie 
would have been a liar in saying 
that he had taken (health 
products) ail the time,'’ Do 
Merode told Reuters.
